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A NEW IDEA IN INSURANCE UNDERWRITING 


OR many years life insurance has gone upon its 

way without any particularly new ideas. Re- 
markable progress has been achieved, but in the de- 
velopment of principles and practices previously 
known. There have been new developments, of 
course, such as Juvenile insurance, but this is really 
an extension of previous practices into a new field 
and not fundamentally a new idea. About the only 
new policy that has appeared must be credited to 
the Prudential with its Modified Life “3” Plan, which 
was an original and extremely clever method of avoid- 
ing the high initial cost on participating insurance 
without impairing the participating margins. 

It remains for one of the smaller companies— 
smaller in size that is, not in ability—to put forth what 
is an improvement in present insurance, the far reach- 
ing effects of which can only be guessed at the present 
time. Life insurance, as we have pointed out in these 
columns frequently before, is mathematical and there 
are small differences between policies in this respect. 
The new policy—which we think will revolutionize 
life insurance practice—is on the same mathematical 
basis as all others and the improvement lies not in this 
matter but in fitting the insurance protection to the 
need. Two trends have been distinctly observable in 
the insurance field; first, that toward lower premium 
insurance, and, secondly, the growing use of the In- 
come Plan. Yet these are opposites for nothing is as 
expensive as income and the income settlement options 
are valuable in pointing out the need for additional 
insurance, 

The insurance fraternity is indebted to Mr. Philip 
Burnet and the Continental American Life for com- 
bining these two ideas in the most simple and yet 
practical manner that could be imagined. 


WHAT THE PLAN DOES 


Briefly, this new plan of insurance not only meets 
the needs of the average family far more effectively 
than any of the plans now in use, but what is equally 

_as important, it does so at what is equivalent to a 

tremendous reduction in the necessary cost. In effect, 
this new plan practically cuts in half, the cost of pro- 
viding an income for the family, so that thousands 
of people who never before were able to do so can 
now afford to gurarantee the family a good living 
income, while the more affluent individuals will be 
able, without any increase in outlay, practically to 
double the income they could otherwise provide. 

At age 35, for instance, this new plan will take 
about $2,500 a year, in round figures, and make it

| enough Term insurance to get the same 


which instead of paying the face amount at death, pays 
the family an income of $1,000 a month, $12,((¥ ) 4 
year, 12% on that $100,000, until all the children are 
old enough to be self-supporting, and then pays the 
$100,000 to the beneficiary, at which time it may be 
then converted, if desired, into an income either for 
life or for a specified term of years, if the insured 
doesn’t want the beneficiary to receive the face amount 
of the insurance. 

This means that the average individual with an in- 
come of say $3,000 a year, can now take about $250 
a year and make it give his family, in case of his 
death, an income of $1,200 a year until the youngest 
child is at least 20, and at the end of that time pay 
his wife or other beneficiary, $10,000 in one sum. 

Of course all this sounds almost incredible, because 
any possible combination of existing plans would cost 
far more than $250 a year. On a Straight Life basis, 
it would take about $24,000 of insurance to accomplish 
the same result if the beneficiary could invest the 
principal at about 5%, and that $24,000 of insurance 
would cost approximately $500 a year, or twice the 
$250 a year which this plan costs. 

On any combination of income plans, while it would 
cost less than $500, it would still cost somewhere 
around $400 a year; and even if the insured knew 
enough to match up $10,000 of Straight Life with 
effect, the 
cost would still be much greater; so that, as already 
stated, this new plan puts a living income within the 
reach of many a pocketbook that never before could 
afford it and will result in giving thousands of de- 
pendent women and children a much greater income 
than has ever before been possible. 


THE NEW POLICY 


What the company does is to take a given amount 


| of Ordinary Straight Life and then add to it a tem- 
| porary annuity certain of enough to make up the 12% 


| income. 


Simple, isn’t it? But the rate for the two 


things combined is amazingly small, for the following 


|} reasons: 


1. The extra income is payable only in case of 
death within the first twenty years; if the insured dies 


| after the first twenty years, the insurance is simply 
| paid in a lump sum in the usual way. Therefore, since 
| the extra income is contingent upon death within 
| twenty years, the necessary cost is’ relatively small. 


| 


2. The extra income is payable not for twenty 
years after the death of the insured, but only for the 
unexpired period of twenty years from the date of 
Thus, if the insured has a child who 
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js just born at the time he is insured, this extra benefit 
covers the situation until that child is at least 20, and 
continues the extra income in case of death until the 
child is 20 years old. Therefore, the extra liability 
the first year of the insurance, is twenty years’ extra 
income, but the second year, is only nineteen years, 
and so on, decreasing each year until the extra liability 
is wholly eliminated. This decreasing liability added 
to the fact that the whole thing is contingent on death 


within a given period, still further reduces the neces- 


sarv extra charge. 

3. Finally, instead of spreading out this extra 
charge only over the twenty years within which the 
extra benefit operates, it is spread out through the 
entire life of the policy, so as to reduce the initial 
cost to the lowest possible figure in order to enable 
the insured to buy the largest possible income at the 
time when he needs it the most. 


TWO POLICIES CANNOT BE SUBSTITUTED 

These two things could not be done separately, be- 
cause if it were attempted to issue the income part as 
a separate contract, the net level premium for the in- 
come part would be entirely inadequate in the early 
years of the insurance, although in the later years it 
would be sufficiently redundant to offset the initial 
inadequacy. But if issued separately, there would be 
negative reserves on this income feature for many 
years after the insurance had been issued, with the 
result that the contract could not be issued, as a prac- 
tical matter, at a level premium. If issued at all, it 
would have to be issued at a high premium at the 
outset, decreasing with the benefit. 

But by combining the temporary survivorship an- 
nuity with an Ordinary Life contract, it is possible 
to offset the negative reserves on the annuity against 
the positive reserves on the Life policy, with the re- 
sult that the reserves and cash value for the two plans 
combined will be somewhat less in the early years 
than for a Life policy, although in the later years of 
course they build up to approximately the Life re- 
serves and values. 

Finally, combining this annuity with the company’s 
Preferred Class Life rate, which itself is exceptionally 
low (only $21.17, participating, at age 35) results in 
an outside participating rate at age 35 of exactly 
$26.83. This in turn will be reduced by dividends 
at the end of every year after the first. 


THE FINAL TOUCH 


Then the dividends may be used, if desired, on the 
Term Addition plan, which permits them to be used 
without examination (if applied for when insured) 
for the purchase of one year term insurance at net 





settle an estate; and since the dividend normally in- 
creases more rapidly than the increase in the cost of 
the insurance, each year’s addition is somewhat larger 
than for the preceding year until along about age 50, 
when the cost of the insurance increases more rap- 
idly than the dividend and the amount of the extra 
addition starts to go down, although it never gets down 
to its original figure until about age 60. 

Now the first dividend, on the present scale, will 
add between 15% and 20% to the face amount of 
the insurance, so that the individual who outlays 
$268.30, or thereabouts, for $10,000 of this new plan, 
knows that in case of his death after the first dividend 
has accrued, his family will receive from $1,500 to 
$2,000 in cash with which to clean up outstanding 
obligations, will then be absolutely guaranteed an in- 
come of $100 a month until the expiration of twenty 
years from the date of the insurance, together with a 
surplus interest dividend every year, and then at the 
end of twenty years the $10,000 will be paid to his 
wife or such other beneficiary as may be designated, 
unless, as previously stated, the insured has directed 
the company to use it to buy an income under the 
usual income tables. 

ISSUED ON TWO PLANS 

The new policy is issued on two plans, the 20 Year 
plan and the 10 Year plan, providing extra benefits 
for the first twenty years and the first ten years re- 
spectively. If the prospect has young children he 
will naturally want the 20 Year plan in order to pro- 
tect his family until they are grown up. On the other 
hand, if the youngest child is around 10, or older, 
then the 10 Year plan will suffice because it continues 
the income until the child is 20 years old or more, 
when the face amount of the insurance is then payable. 
Of course, the rate for the 10 Year plan is somewhat 
less than for the 20 Year plan. There is also the pos- 
sibility of combining both plans to protect children of 
varying ages. Finally, the usual disability features are 
available. 

INTERESTING POSSIBLE DEVELOPMENTS 

Many interesting variations of this idea will at once 
present themselves both as to the income feature for 
varying number of children and for the time which 
it lasts. The plan is equally valuable for the pro- 
tection of elderly people where the expectation of life 
is less than the length of the income. In fact, it 
could be issued on an annuity basis for such cases. 
Just what developments the future will hold remains 
to be seen, but, in the meantime, we think that Mr. 
Burnet and his company are to be congratulated first, 
on a remarkably new idea, and, secondly, in un- 
selfishly making it available in its entirety to all in-

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LIFE INSURANCE AS AN INVESTMENT 


OMETIME ago we ran in our paper two articles 
showing the merits of life insurance as an invest- 
ment. These are particularly appropriate at the present 
time and we are reprinting them with certain additions. 
At the peak of a boom period like the one just 
witnessed, it is extremely difficult to persuade an in- 
vestor that 5% on his money and complete safety is 
worth having. It appeared to be too easy to make 
100% in the course of a few weeks and, of course, at 
that time the risk taken was not appreciated. 

Now that the speculative period has collapsed, (as 
all others which preceded it) it should be considerably 
easier to talk common sense on investing. One may 
argue with reason that the benefits from this source 
will more than offset the actual loss in prospects for 
life insurance from those who have been “cleaned out” 
or seriously damaged financially. Certainly the in- 
crease in November life insurance sales is gratifying 
from every point of view. 

The merits of life insurance as an investment seem 
to us to be overlooked because of its more primary 
function of protection. Yet it is a fact that this pro- 
tection on a level rate basis must involve an investment 
account which differs in no way from any other. If 
a man carries low rate insurance and, in addition, saves 
money in banks, high grade bonds and the like, he has 
several institutions working for him which must be 
paid for the service they render. By taking a higher 


premium form of policy there would be little extra | 
expense to his insurance company, which is then in a | 


position to allow him more on his money. And as a 
straight investment, the higher premium insurance 
contracts (which, by the way, are more popular in 
England than Ordinary Life) are not so bad, and 
the true investment contracts are exceedingly good. 
We are dealing with the question from these two an- 
gles in this issue, although there are others which also 
deserve attention. 
INSURANCE AS A PURE INVESTMENT 

The primary purpose of investment is return. 
The interest rate is affected by variations in the de- 
mand and supply of capital, and in long periods of 
time exhibits a marked trend downward in civi- 
lised communities. However, in any analysis of in- 
terest rates, true interest must always be distin- 
guished from the extra premium for risk. In most 
investments, the return is a combination of true in- 
terest and return of principle. For example, let us

The risk element in insurance is as small as it is 
possible to make it. Life companies are as rigidly 
supervised as banks, and their investments are care- 
fully restricted by law. 
are the principle items; 


Bonds and mortgage loans 
and it is difficult to con- 
ceive how either of these can go wrong. There is 
always enough salvage value in a defunct concern 
to cover the bond issues (this is, at least, the plan) 
and agriculture is the most permanent industry 
known. The world must eat, and farm land will 
always have value. The investments of life com- 
panies (those old enough and large enough to know 
what they are doing) are superlatively safe, and are 
further protected by surplus funds. Incidentally 
the investment departments of the larger companies 
are run by men of leading ability in this field— 
men who are by experience, training, and brains far 
ahead of the average man in this respect. 

We now come to the center of this whole matter, 
which is, briefly, that considering the safety factor, 
insurance is an excellent field for investment. Few 
banks pay 4% percent, while most life companies 
allow over this figure. Building and Loan Associa- 
tions frequently give a better return, but more risk 
is assumed. The reason is not hard to discover; 
the investment departments of the giant companies 
are run with a maximum of ability and a minimum 
of expense, the principle of quantity production is 
applied with a vengeance, management expense is 
cut to a very low point, and a maximum spread of 
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investment (and consequent lessening of risk) is ob- 
tained not to mention the superior ability which 
such giant institutions may obtain. 

Finally, insurance has some advantages as a form 
of investment which are peculiar to itself. The prin- 
cipal may be purchased on the instalment plan prac- 
tically without extra charge. The companies handle 
so much of this business that the cost per policy is 
exceedingly small. Even annual payments may be 
split up if desired. A second advantage —and one 
which makes this plan the only method for some 
people—is the fact that the policyholder is forced 
to save so far as that is possible. Every known 
form of persuasion is used on him, and, besides, the 
regular nature of the payments lends itself to 
budgeting which is an additional advantage. There 
are many people who can save only on the insurance 
plan. A third advantage is the ready marketability 
of the investment, as the cash value is nothing but 
a guaranteed selling price prior to maturity. <A 
final advantage is that maturity is not necessarily 
in one lump sum, but may take the form of an 
annuity (which only an insurance company can 
issue) or instalments, the exact nature of the settle- 
ment depending on the policyholder’s wishes in the 
matter. 

To get the most investment with the least insur- 
ance (on the usual contracts) a very short term en- 
dowment should be selected preferably on the single 
premium plan in a participating company allowing the 
dividends to accumulate at interest. In this way a 
mortality charge is incurred on a maximum of $1,000 
(less on single premium plans) while the principal sum 
at settlement will amount to well over this figure. 


Technically, a 10 year endowment on the single pre- 
mium plan offers the most investment with the least 
insurance, but due to variations in loading as between 
policies, this is not always true from the standpoint 


of the investor. For example, take a 20 year endow- 
ment plan in the Great West (of Canada) the annual 
premium for which at age 25 is $47.30. The actual 
settlement on this policy was $1,455 (in 1925) which 
is at the rate of 4 per cent compounded on all of the 
premiums, not counting the value of the insurance 
benefit at all. Of course, the insurance benefit is 
actually worth over 1%, this being the chance of dying 
and collecting more than was ever paid in. A similar 
calculation on the Connecticut Mutual 20 year-endow- 
ment (1926 scale) gives 31%4 per cent compounded in- 
terest, and on the 10 year endowment of the Mutual 
Benefit (single premium plan) 4% compounded. 
Non-participating companies do not show such 
favorable returns as there is no excess premium to be 





compounded as in the case of the mutuals. Conse- 
quently, more of the premium goes for insurance, and 
less for investment. 

It must be remembered in these calculations that 
most American companies allow between 4% per cent 
and 5 per cent interest compounded, part of the return 
being used to pay for insurance which is worth all 
it costs. Canadian companies allow still higher rates, 
but in many cases this is offset by higher expenses. 
Even so, a 3% per cent to 4 per cent rate compounded 
on savings is a generous one, not counting the fact 
that the policyholder carried free insurance for twenty 
years, and most companies will allow the proceeds of 
the settlement to be left to draw interest of 41%4 per 
cent to 5 per cent thereafter, such rate, of course, not 
being guaranteed. 

SPECIAL INVESTMENT CONTRACTS 

Several companies are now issuing investment con- 
tractst which are unusually attractive to those who 
have accumulated some money, and who wish to in- 
vest it in some security that is safe and at the same 
time yields a good return. The purchase price of 
one company’s policy of $10,000 is $10,500, and the 
premium is uniform at all ages. The contract is a 
combination of a single premium life policy with a 
single premium life annuity and the above amount 
provides an annuity of $350 during the subsequent life 
time of the annuitant. This return is equal to 34% 
and is guaranteed. All annuity payments, including 
the proportionate payment on the death of the annui- 
tant, will be increased by such dividends as may be 
allotted by the company. On the basis of this com- 
pany’s 1928 dividend scale the rates for this excess 
dividend are: During the first five years on deposit, 
2% ; sixth to tenth years, 2.2% ; eleventh to fifteenth 
years, 2.3% ; sixteenth to twentieth years, 2.4% ; after 
twenty years, 2.5%. Thus the total interest rate now 
being paid would provide a return during the first 
five years on deposit of 544%, or $550 annually ; after 
20 years, 6%, or $600 annually. In the event of the 
death of the annuitant there will be payable $10,000, 


‘together with a proportionate part of the annuity 


payment up to the date of death. In the event that 
death occurs before instalments received by the an- 
nuitant equal $500 (excess of premium over face 
value) the sum payable at death will be increased by a 
sufficient amount to make up the difference. The 
policy may be surrendered at any time for a sum equal 
to the amount of the death benefit. In another case 
a deposit of $10,407 (any multiple in the same pro- 
portion) is made with the insurance company. One

year from the date of such deposit, on the present 
dividend basis the company would pay $476.80, and 
at the end of the second year, $480.10, which are 
yields on the purchase price for the first two years, 
respectively of 4.581% and 4.613%. Thereafter on 
the present basis, the rate of yield is 5% payable 
monthly on $10,000, i.e. beginning at the end of the 
twenty-fifth month, the investor could receive 1/12 
of $500.00 and a like amount monthly thereafter, in- 
stead of $500 at the end of each year. This 5% 
monthly yield is the annual equivalent of 5.116%, and 
on the purchase price of $10,407, equals 4.916%. 

This article should not be considered as minimizing 
the insurance element at the expense of the investment 
side of insurance, but is merely to show that this in- 
vestment side (which is a necessary side in all policies 
which provide permanent protection) is well worth 
while and able to stand the acid test of comparison. In 
other words, the life insurance policy is good not only 
from the standpoint of the insurance (its essential 
part) but also from the reserve element which is in- 
extricably a part of it. 


SECOND—AS A COMBINATION WITH INSURANCE 


When referring to the investment element in life | 


insurance one often hears the statement that the pro- 
spective purchaser can do better if, instead of buying 
one of the usual forms of life insurance, he bought 
term insurance for the same face amount and deposited 
the difference in the two premiums in a bank or in- 
vested it in some security. An analysis of this claim 
from the proper angle brings to light some interesting 
facts. The probability that one would actually save 
and invest the difference in the premiums is very small 
indeed. In any investment the investor is and should 
be essentially interested in first the safety of the prin- 
cipal and then the yield. From the standpoint of 
safety the life insurance companies are without doubt 
among our safest financial institutions and very little 
care need be given to this angle. We shall now prove 
that the rate of return available in life insurance con- 
tracts compares favorably with that of other invest- 
ments. 

In approximating the rate of interest it is first neces- 
sary to eliminate the protection and deal only with 
the investment side. The cash value of the various 
policies mentioned at any given time we shall con- 
sider to be the investment element, and the difference 
between the face amount of the policy and the cash 
value as the protection. We shall start first with a 
comparison of the Aetna Life’s yearly renewable term 
policy with the ordinary life policy of the same com- 








pany. The term contract is used because the iny est 
ment element present is practically nil. 

At age 35 the premium is $8.82, and at age 54 it 
reaches $19.81. The yearly increase over a period 
of 20 years brings the total cost for that period to 
$249.17, or an average yearly cost of $12.46. The 
Aetna’s regular non-participating ordinary life con- 
tract at age 35 has a premium of $19.71 per thousand, 
The yearly difference between the renewable term and 
this contract is $19.71 — $12.46 = $7.25 extra for ordi- 
nary life. The term policy, since it is mostly protec- 
tion, at the end of 20 years has no cash value, while 
the ordinary life policy, by reason of the payment of 


the $7.25 extra per year, has accumulated a cash value 
of $311. A compound interest table shows us that if 
$7.25 per year amounts to $311 in 20 years, a yearly 
investment of $1 at the end of 20 years will have 
amounted to $311 ~ $7.25 = $43; which is equal to 
approximately 7%. If, instead of using the average 
difference, the actual differences year by year were 
accumulated we find that the interest would approxi- 
mate 6%. Let us now take an ordinary life policy and 
a 20 year endowment policy on the participating plan. 
The company at hand is the Sun Life of Canada, 
and the dividends are according to the present scale. 
In this case, of course, the dividends must be deducted 
from both contracts. The following figures were 
taken from Best’s Illustrations (for 1928) which can 
be used for similar computations.

The above illustration puts this company on the 
same basis as the previous one. It will be noticed 
that the difference in cash values at the end of 20 
years is $670 in favor of the endowment contract. 
This excess was made possible by the average yearly 
payment of $16.60 in excess of the ordinary life pay- 
ment. The division of $670 + 16.60=$40.36. The 
interest table shows that this is equal to almost 614%. 
The return is approximately 514% when the actual 
yearly differences are accumulated. 

Of course the companies do not realize these earn- 
ings on their invested funds but when the insurance 
and investment elements are combined in one contract 
a savings is possible. The amount of the loading and 
adverse selection against the company also play an 
important part in bringing about these results. 
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LIFE INSURANCE REVIEW FOR 1929

The outstanding feature of the business of life in- 
surance for the year 1929 was Volume. It is estimated 
that over thirteen billion dollars of new straight life 
insurance, exclusive of industrial, group and frater- 
nal, was put in force in American companies in 1929, 
which establishes a new record for all time. 

American life insurance is about eighty years old, 
and it took until July, 1929, for its total in force to 
reach the one hundred billion dollar mark. Based 
upon the production of 1929, with assured increases 
in the coming years, it is safe to say that the next 
one hundred billion will have been attained to in about 
ten years. 

This tells tersely of the impressive volume of Amer- 
ican life insurance, and still the American public is 
greatly underinsured, despite the fact that it carries 
nearly ninety per cent of all the life insurance in force 
in the world. 

Mere 


managements as indicating success—does not mean 


volume—regardless of its gratification to 
very much to the general public. 

The average policy in force in American life insur- 
ance companies at the present time is approximately 
$2,400. This indicates that the great bulk of such 
protection is held by the man of small means. 

It seems demonstrable that the wealthier a man 
gets, the less life insurance he carries in proportion 
to his general assets. The bulk of American life in- 
surance is held by men who invest a big proportion 
of their available assets in life insurance. 








INSURANCE AS AN INVESTMENT—Continued 

It is possible to work out the differences along the 
same lines, with slight adjustments, for a great many 
combinations of contracts. 

There is no reason why a competent life insurance 
man should not be able to meet and overcome objec- 
tions to the higher premium forms with such calcula- 
tions. 

An additional argument to bring up is the tax ex- 
emption of life insurance. The excess, upon maturity 
or cash surrender, over the amount paid in premiums, 
is taxable as income under the Federal Income Tax 
Law. The proceeds of any policy made payable to an 
individual beneficiary is not taxable under the Federal 
Estate law up to the first $40,000. It would also be 
free from inheritance taxes in most states. 

Another answer to prospects who claim they can 
get 6% or more in other investments is to show that 
their return is gross while in life insurance it is net. 








American life insurance, therefore, is taken as a 


| means of protection by the poor man rather than the 


rich, and consequently the bigger the volume, the bet- 
ter it will be for the rank and file, who, after all, are 
the backbone of this nation. 

Next in importance in the life insurance business 
in 1929 was the adoption by the National Convention 
of Insurance Commissioners of the United States, at 
its annual session held at Toronto, Canada, in Sep- 
tember, 1929, of the report of the Joint Committee 
of Company and Insurance Department Actuaries, 
prescribing a uniform type of coverage at adequate 
rates and reserves for double indemnity and disability 
annuity. 

Those who are connected with life insurance in an 
official capacity fully appreciate the significance of 
this action. The decision of the Commissioners al- 
ready has been made the subject of specific ruling in 
several state insurance departments. 

Another important feature was the amendments to 
Section 97 of the New York insurance laws relating 
to the cost of life insurance, adopted for the avowed 
purpose of checking extravagance. While objections 
were offered to these amendments at the time they 
were proposed, most of the opposition has disappeared, 
and companies seem to be operating satisfactorily un- 
der the amended section. It may be noted in passing 


| that the permissive use of the American Men Table 


as a minimum standard of valuation recognized by 
these amendments was really a far-reaching step in 
the development of life insurance. 

The relationship of the stock market to life insur- 


| ance came into greatest prominence toward the close 
_of the year, and although attendant experiences may 
| not have been altogether satisfactory while pending, 
| the circumstance gave opportunity for serious thought, 


both as to existing conditions and future possibilities. 
To show the extent of the policy loan business dur- 


| ing the month included between the latter part of Oc- 


tober and the corresponding period of November, while 
activity in the stock market was at its height, the ex- 
perience of one leading company may be stated to 
reflect similar experiences all over the United States. 
The average daily policy loan output of this particular 
company is $73,000. On October 31, 1929, it placed 
over $620,000 in such loans, and for the greater part of 
the month in question it averaged approximately $400,- 
000 aday. It is noteworthy, too, that this company did 


this despite its contract right to defer payment on

applications for such loans for a period not exceeding 
ninety days from the date of application. 

The first thought in reading about this wholesale 
borrowing on policies naturally goes to the seriousness 
of the situation. Men must have been in dire extremi- 
ties to borrow so heavily on their life insurance poli- 
cies. True; but on the other hand, there is the thought 
that these policies were property on which they could 
borrow. 

The break in the stock market opened the eyes of 
many so-called investors to the fact that there is “fools’ 
gold” in the financial world as well as in the mining 
world, and it would seem that it had also shown these 
same dauntless spirits that in their life insurance poli- 
cies they have really and truly a species of property 
which may save them from financial ruin when all 
else has failed. 

Will this unusual borrowing have a tendency to 
increase lapses? Possibly; but the loss consequently 


sustained will be more than compensated by the extra 
volume placeable by proper use of the condition as a 
There never was a time in all the 
history of life insurance when service and value could 
be so forcefully stressed as at the present moment. 

Of incidental importance in this stock market situa- 
tion is the effect it may have on investments of life

insurance companies. There have been those in official 


state and company positions who have openly ad- - 


vocated legal permission for life insurance companies 
to invest their funds in well selected stocks of well 
managed corporations, on the theory that this would 
advance the best interests of the public through greater 
opportunity for new construction and general expan- 
sion. 

This suggestion is appealing, and it may have been 
potent except for the crash. The fact is that the bil- 
lions of dollars of policyholders’ trust funds held by 
the life insurance companies of the United States were 
preserved intact, and no doubt of their security is 
entertained. What future exigencies may demand for 
the investment of life insurance funds in stocks are 
left for time and the event. 

As relating to the technic of the business, the in- 
troduction of new forms of low priced, long term poli- 
cies in 1929 may be noted; the issuance of juvenile 
policies by various companies; the adoption of pre- 
ferred risk, five thousand dollar special policies ; prog- 
ress in methods of educating and training life under- 
writers notably evidenced by the American College of 
Life Underwriters; the growth of the life insurance 
trust idea; the vindication of the investment holdings 
of American life insurance companies, and the recog-

nition and endorsement of life insurance by President 


| Hoover at the Washington Convention of Life Under- 
| writers—all are features of the year. 


The year 1929 emphasized the further decadence of 
assessment life insurance by the adoption of the legal 
reserve plan by several of the leading assessment asso- 
ciations. It also saw increased activity in buying and 
selling companies by persons interested in financial 
gain. 

At this point it may be interesting to record that 
it is estimated that over eighty million dollars were 
paid out on group policies in 1929 to about fifty thous- 
and workers of the United States, but the full force 
and effect of this statement is mitigated by the cir- 
cumstance that whereas the so-called ordinary business 
of the country increased between eight and ten per cent 
in 1929, there was an estimated decrease in the issuance 
of group insurance of about fifteen per cent during 
the year. 

As to the personal features of the business, it is 
gratifying to note that death invaded the ranks of 
prominent executives sparingly, but in its visitation 
took away of the most prominent officials of the 
United States: Haley Fiske of the Metropolitan, Louis 
F. Butler of the Travelers, and David F. Appel of the 
New England Mutual. 

Other personal aspects were the election of Freder- 
ick H. Ecker to the presidency of the. Metropolitan 
and the election of Calvin Coolidge to the directorate 
of one of the prominent New York companies; the 
choice of Byron K. Elliott to succeed Claris Adams 
as secretary and general counsel of the American Life 
Convention ; the election of S. T. Whatley of Chicago 
as president of the National Association of Life Un- 
derwriters, and the resignation of Col. Joseph Button 
as commissioner of Virginia and as secretary of the 
National Convention of Insurance Commissioners to 
accept the presidency of the Richmond Life Insurance 
Company. 

So much for the past. Looking into the future, 
there are several features which might receive con- 
sideration. A pressing question involves preparing 
laws governing the investment of life insurance com- 
panies ; ways and means for the better education and 
training of agents; further consideration of plans for 
institutional advertising; the relationship of radio 
broadcasting to the business; the probable effect of 
aviation on life insurance, and a better understanding 
of customer relationship. 

The year 1929 was a record-breaker, but the pros- 
pect for 1930 and immediate succeeding years is for 
still greater increase in volume, and a decided im- 
provement in supervision, management and service. 
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MORTALITY FOR 1929 
ABOUT THE SAME AS 1928 


AKING a “flyer” from the figures of general 
T mortality for the entire country, it appears 
that 1929 would close on a basis at least as good 
as last year. The unfavorable mortality from in- 
fluenza—noticeable in the early months—has been 
eliminated by an unusually favorable later experi- 
ence. 

An interesting and perhaps very important an- 
nouncement came recently from the University of 
Chicago, where it was said the “flu” had been 
traced to a germ, which had been isolated. If this 
is correct, the time is not far off when this disease 
will be controlled.

12.5 Per Cent More During November 


New life insurance production during: November was 12.5 
per cent greater this year than in November of 1928. The 
October increase was 9.1 per cent. The November record 
brought the cumulative increase for the first eleven months 
of the year up to 64 per cent from 5.8 per cent for the first 
ten months, These results are shown by a compilation for- 
warded by the Association of Life Insurance Presidents. 
The report combines the records of new life insurance pro- 
duction—exclusive of revivals, increases and dividend addi- 
tions—of forty-four member companies having &2 per cent 
of the total life insurance in all United States legal reserve 
companies. 

For the month of November, Ordinary insurance amounted 
to $704,316,000 against $667,633,000 in 1928—an increase of 5.5 
per cent. Industrial amounted to $249,246,000 in 1929 against 
$202,948,000 in 1928—an increase of 22.8 per cent. Group 
was $86,165,000 against $53,569,000 in 1928—a gain of 60.8 per 
cent. The aggregate of all classes amounted to $1,039,727,000 
compared with $924,150,000 in 1928—a gain of 12.5 per cent. 

For the eleventh-month period, new Ordinary insurance 
amounted to $7,960,652,000 this year against $7,389,248,000 last 
year—a gain of 7.7 per cent. Industrial was $2, 664,112,000 
in 1929 against $2,446,477,000 in 1928—a gain of 89 per cent. 
Group was $1,024,851,000 against $1,111,998,000—a decrease 
of 7.8 per cent. The total new life insurance during the first 
eleven months of 1929 amounted to $11,649,615,000 compared 
with $10,947,723,000 during the same period of 1928—an in- 
crease of 6.4 per cent. 

The new paid-for business during each of the first eleven 
months of 1927, 1928 and 1929 and percentage increases in 
1928 and in 1929 are shown in the following table:

When two motor cars crash at a blind corner, 
there is usually an element of human weakness, but 
there is also a large element of pure accident. 
When this element of the unforeseen and the un- 
known exists in any walk of life, the condition is 
suitable for insurance. The best known forms are 
those dealing with Fire, Accident, Marine, and Life 
risks. 


In Fire Insurance there is a continuous day-to- 
day hazard and, at less frequent intervals, a “con- 
flagration hazard” when many buildings in one lo- 
cality are all destroyed at once. The conflagration 
always results from a combination of adverse con- 
ditions: a favorable site, the starting of a fire, high 
wind, possibly lack of water. In like manner we 
have had epidemics causing heavy sickness and 
death claims; these, too, are brought about by com- 
bined causes acting in one direction. 


It is undoubtedly true that many conflagrations, 
many catastrophes, many automobile accidents, 
many epidemics, could be kept within human con- 
trol. They are more or less preventable; they in- 
volve carelessness; they show lack of intelligence. 
The best means of bringing about a reduction in 
such disasters is the spread of education. Knowl- 
edge is infectious; it spreads from definite centres, 
and ultimately permeates the entire community.

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VISION IN INDUSTRY AND BUSINESS 


An address delivered by Mr. Irénée du Pont, Vice-Chairman of the Board of Directors, E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., Wilmington,

I think it is safe to say that the subject assigned to me “Vision in 
Business” is a phenomenon of quite recent origin. Certainly it has 
been applied on a broad scale during the present century, more than 
in all time before, but, perhaps, before making such a statement one 
should define and explain what is meant by “Vision in Business.” 

For the purpose of this discussion, “Vision in Business” is the pre- 
meditated application of human knowledge, and reasonable prognos- 
tication based thereon, to the improvement in business. I do not in- 
clude dreams that do not come true. They are not productive and 
might therefore be classified with hallucinations. 

The definition includes more than farsighted coups, such as that of 
Mr. Rockefeller in consolidating the oil industry in the last century. 
It includes the purposeful figuring out in advance of the multitudinous 
uses that can be made of new scientific discoveries and application of 
technique or apparatus available in other industries or businesses. 

There are few original thoughts, and purely original thoughts ap- 
plied at once to business are still more scarce. The examples of ap- 
plying knowledge long well known are, however, nearly limitless. 

In the former class one outstanding case occurs to me—the dis- 
covery by Midgley of the General Motors Corporation that minute 
amounts of Tetra Ethyl Lead dissolved in gasoline eliminate to an 
astonishing extent the phenomenon known as “knocking.” It was 
previously known that the higher the compression in an internal com- 
bustion engine, the greater its efficiency, but that for a particular fuel 
the degree of compression was definitely limited because the tendency 
to “knock” also increased with pressure. That discovery was applied 
to the oil industry but five years ago and its use has grown so rapidly 
that this year upwards of a thousand million gallons of gasoline have 
been treated with Tetra Ethyl Lead. . 

Midgley’s discovery was entirely unexpected. There are other very 
unexpected applications of not very well recognized physical facts 
which are being tried out today. Two of these may interest you, 
though neither has progressed sufficiently far to be sure that they will 
measure up to success. 

The first is the Armstrong Seadrome. This device makes use of 
the fact that wave motion, even in severe storms, extends but a short 
distance beneath the surface of the ocean. He has designed a plat- 
form on comparatively slender legs, floated by buoys submerged be- 
neath the wave motion, consequently the platform will not rock in a 
seaway and is available for a safe landing place for airplanes. A 
model of his device was successfully tested in the Chesapeake Bay this 
Fall and he proposes building a full size unit to be anchored between 
New York and Bermuda, thus offering a refueling station for air- 
planes at that convenient point. 

The other is Georges Claude’s process of obtaining power by 
utilizing the difference in temperatures between deep sea water and 
surface water in or near the tropics. It has long been known that 
water of the ocean, even under the equator, is quite cold at great 
depths. It, of course, has been known for a long time that with a 
possible flow of heat, energy can be obtained for practical use though 
no one has attempted to use the comparatively slight heat differential 
which Mr, Claude is attempting to harness. 

At the mouth of the Bay of Matanzas in Cuba the surface water 
of the ocean is very close to 80° the year around. The water 2,000 
feet deep has a temperature in the neighborhood of 50° the year 
around. He proposes to permit the warm water to boil spontaneously 
under a vacuum, to pass the steam therefrom through a low pressure 
turbine, and to condense it with cold water from the great depths. 

A power house on this principle is partly completed near 
Matanzas, but it has been delayed because of an accident in attempt- 
ing to place the draught tube, which will draw the cold water from 
a depth of 2,000 feet. 

The latter group comprises the astonishing improvement in every 
class of manufacture and distribution and is responsible for the recent 
improvement in the scale of living which must be apparent to all of us. 

Men do not work harder than they used to. Physically, they work 
far less, yet, their productivity has been multiplied without the man 
on the street being aware of just what has happened. Prohibitionists 
have taken advantage of this unawareness and have claimed the im- 
provement is due to prohibition—a claim which is quite impertinent. 





To those familiar with the actual production of the good things of 
life, a study of almost any one step in manufacture will disclose an’ 
improvement in the procedure by the injection of labor-saving de. 
vices or an improvement in the fabricating machine calculated to 
benefit both quality and quantity of production. 

The encouragement or inciting of individuals to make these endless 
steps is also true* vision in industry. Improved methods of business 
management are often the cause of improvement in technique 
throughout the organization. Probably one of the most effective of 
underlying principles is that of providing owner-management in 
business. 

I call particular attention to this because the life insurance business 
has been for years under the disadvantage of a lack of owner-man- 
agement. The semi-socialistic clamor for mutualizing all companies 
accomplished its end, but certainly this end has been a terrible hin- 
drance to a proper growth of the life insurance business. I do not 
wish to accuse those in charge of life insurance companies of being 
lacking in painstaking effort or conscientiousness because they do not 
own their companies, but I do say that if you gentlemen, as heads of 
your companies, also owned a very large equity in their earnings, you 
could and would be willing to take certain financial risks which would 
yield marvelous returns. As trustees for the funds of 
must hesitate to take such financial risks. 

Perhaps this is the proper time for me to admit that I would not 
have had the courage to accept the invitation to address such a gather- 
ing as this, were it not for a feeling that I have a message to give you. 
Here it is: “Vision in Business’ today demands research. There is 
no business in the United States where the boundless possibilities of 
improvement, through research, compare with the life insurance busi- 
ness; because it has been largely mutualized, the life insurance execu- 
tives have hesitated to spend funds held in trust for research. It is 
my sincere belief that research by life insurance companies had it 
started twenty years ago, when the du Pont Company had already 
started research in laboratories, would have resulted in the lengthen- 
ing of life of the average citizen of the United States by at least two 
years. Admittedly, the two years is a guess, but that it would have 
been lengthened is a certainty! 

Your position is unique in that your companies will make more 
money by extending the lives of the insured, while the insured who 
would apparently pay the cost of this research will not only get it 
back in reduced premiums or dividends, but what is far more valuable 
to them, they will live longer and enjoy better health while alive. 

Will you bear with me and think what it would mean to your com- 
panies to have one year added to the life of your average risk? Not 
only would you get one additional annual premium from each policy, 
or equivalent of that, but you would get interest for a year on all the 
paid-in premiums of each risk. You would also benefit by an in- 
crease in the amount of insurance in force. 

You may properly ask me how research can be applied so as to in- 
crease the length of life of your risks. I can answer you quite 
frankly, “I don’t know!" If I did you would not have to waste time 
on research—I could tell you, but if that problem cannot be success- 
fully attacked by research, it is the first problem with that peculiarity. 

I would suggest that as most benefits, from research of this kind, 
will flow to all life insurance companies, pro rata, it would be well 
for you to band yourselves together and undertake joint 
This would be much more effective than independent effort. 

One-eighth of one per cent. per annum of your trust funds would 
finance the greatest research organization the world has ever applied 
to a specific problem. 

Further, you have a tool with which you are very familiar—statis- 
tics. That tool can be used for research where direct experimentation 
is slow or difficult. And, further, you have an enormous mass of in- 
formation; every risk is a potential item of your data. This is im- 
portant because in statistical solution of a problem the results in- 
crease in accuracy with the volume of data available. 

It would seem to me most lamentable if insurance companies do not 
band themselves together and undertake research toward improved 
longevity and good health, possibly at first, in a comparatively small 
way, but with full intention of going ahead just as fast as the man 
power of the organization can be built up.

As an example of what you may expect, I can say that the du Pont 
Company has reduced industrial fatalities in the explosives business 
to one-sixth of what maintained fifteen years ago and at the earlier 
time the management felt they had accomplished wonders in making 
the explosives industry safe. Today it is safer to work in a dynamite 
plant than it is to lay bricks. 

In 1926 the Company undertook to urge tubercular employees, 
wherever found, to take a sanitarium cure instead of simply providing 
them with funds to look out for themselves. This has resulted in a 
reduction in the mortality of tubercular cases among its employees 
from 33% to 15%. It has incidentally increased the percentage of 
those returning cured from 48% to 70% and at the same time has 
reduced both the cost and the time of the cure by one-half.

To All Authorized Life Insurance Companies: 

Re: Single Premium Annuity Policy Forms Providing for 
the Return of the Entire Premium (Less a Small Expense 
Charge) in Case of Death. 

Referring to my circular letter of September 24, 1929, and 
to the hearing granted to representatives of life companies 
in the New York office of this Department on October 8, 
1929, I would advise that after giving the matter further 
careful consideration I have decided to withdraw my approval 
of all policy forms of the above nature or description for 
issuance or delivery in this state on or after January 1, 1930. 

I would also advise that forms coming within the above 
description will not be approved by me after the date of this 
letter. 

In my opinion, such contracts are in the nature of banking 
transactions and do not serve any useful purpose so far as 
insurance protection is concerned. The risk to the companv 
of any loss on account of the death, or the continuance of 
the life, of the insured is practically absent. 

I have also decided to make a ruling prohibiting the simul- 
taneous issue of a life annuity and a separate life contract, 
with or without medical examination, on the single premium 
life plan, where the combination of policies results in no 
risk, or Practically no risk, being assumed by the company. 


, Companies cannot use two forms of contracts to accomplish 


the same result as is at present accomplished under one of 
the above contract forms. 

In regard to single premium annuity policy forms under 
which part of the single premium is used to purchase a life 
annuity and the remaining part of the single premium is 
handled as a banking transaction oma basis similar to the 
first mentioned contract, I would advise that such modified 
single premium forms will be permitted, provided the pro- 
portion of the single premium, returnable in case of death at 
any time is one-half or less. 

Please acknowledge receipt of this letter. If your company 
is affected by this ruling, please advise promptly as to the 
form numbers of the policies which will have to be with- 
drawn.

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SOME INFLUENCES OF THE COUNTRYSIDE 


An address delivered by Francis David Farrell, B.S., Agr.D., President, Kansas State Agricultural College, Manhattan, Kansas, 
at the Twenty-third Annual Convention of the Association of Life Insurance Presidents in New York City on the afternoon of 
Friday, December 13, 1920. 


In the United States, social and economic standards and business 
procedure are profoundly influenced by the countryside. The influ- 
ence is expressed largely through some of the things to which Na- 
poleon attached dominant importance and which he called imponder- 
ables. Centuries before Napoleon emphasized the importance of im- 
ponderables in human affairs, St. Paul expressed the same idea when 
he told the Corinthians that the things that are seen are temporal but 
the things that are unseen are eternal. Many of the significant things 
of the countryside are “unseen” in the sense in which the term was 
employed by St. Paul. 


Farm People Close to Fundamentals 


There are various reasons why rural America is a major contributor 
to the development of our social and economic standards. One of the 
most obvious is the fact that the people who occupy the farms and 
villages are close to the fundamentals upon which our social and eco- 
nomic welfare depends. These people live and work in an environ- 
ment in which man’s physical necessities and spiritual aspirations are 
closely interwoven. Their work, their play, their joys and sorrows 
occur in the same place. That place is the countryside. 

All intelligent and well-informed people recognize the absolute de- 
pendence of society in general upon the people and industries of the 
farm. The sense of dependence usually rests upon the fact that the 
farms feed us and, in a large measure, clothe us. We think of the 
farms as sources of meat, bread, milk, wool, cotton, eggs, fruit. Even 
if our indebtedness to the countryside and our dependence upon it in- 
volved only such concrete things as food and clothing, we still should 
be justified in holding country people in high esteem. But this feature 
of the rural influence upon our social and economic well-being is so 
often emphasized that there is no need to stress it before this audience. 


Something More Than Bread and Meat 


What I wish to emphasize is another kind of contribution, some 
rural influences of which we hear comparatively little and whose im- 
portance relatively few people appreciate. These influences involve 
certain imponderables; things that are “unseen” and, in the language 
of St. Paul, eternal. 

People who are engaged in as humanitarian a business as that of 
providing life insurance do not need to be told that our civilization 
rests upon certain human qualities that prompt and enable people who 
possess them to behave toward one another in a civilized way. These 
qualities enable us to work together for the common good; to devise 
and operate great institutions, like life insurance, whereby the bur- 
dens of unfortunate members of a large group are shared by the en- 
tire group. They prompt and enable us to protect the weak, to shield 
the young, to be trustful and trustworthy; to conquer the wilderness, 
to plan intelligently, to work effectively and, when necessary, to wait 
patiently. People who lack these qualities, who cannot or do not do 
things of the kind just mentioned, are not civilized people. 


Some Humanizing Influences 


Whence come these qualities? Were they a part of the functioning 
possessions of the cave man? Are they a conspicuous part of the 
mental and spiritual equipment of wild jungle people whose lives 
are dominated by a “tooth and claw” philosophy? Could they have 
developed in a society in which life was a matter of “everybody for 
himself and the devil take the hindmost”? I think not. 

[t was Herbert Spencer, I believe, who said that man began to be 
civilized when he began to domesticate animals. Man becomes more 
kindly, more patient, more tolerant—in short, more civilized—when 
he becomes responsible for the lives and welfare of beings other than 
himself. The care of domestic animals is an almost universal feature 

f farming. Farm livestock depend more, perhaps, than any other 
form of life upon the patience, kindliness and tolerance of man. And, 
unlike human beings and most plants, farm animals never reach an 

:e when they are able completely to shift for themselves. Hence 

is not astonishing that the successful keeper of farm animals is 

iracteristically a kindly, patient, helpful person. He is a good 











neighbor and a “Good Samaritan.” 
but this is the rule. 

Doubtless some of you have seen Millet’s painting, “Bringing Home 
the New-born Calf.” The artist had wished to paint a picture that 
would express an emotion common to all mankind. He wanted the 
picture to be intelligible to everybody, regardless of language, race or 
art custom. Love was the emotion he chose to depict. He did not 
seek his subject in some sylvan trysting-place of two human lovers 
nor did he seek it in an Italian garden or on a Venetian canal or in 
any other place where love scenes are supposed to be of frequent oc- 
currence. No. He went to the barnyard of a little French farm 
where livestock were kept. Here he found for his brush a subject 
that usually is regarded as commonplace but which supplied the basis 
for an immortal painting. Millet knew the truth of what I am try- 
ing to emphasize to you: that there is a close connection between the 
care of farm animals and some of the finest and most valuable human 
qualities. 


There are exceptions, of course, 


The Development of Rural Temperament 


These qualities are inculcated into the minds and hearts of hundreds 
of thousands of farm boys and girls who, at the most impressionable 
age, associate intimately with farm animals in company with kindly 
and patient fathers and older brothers. This provides for a type of 
temperamental development that does not result from dodging street 
traffic or from driving a flivver. Tens of thousands of these boys and 
girls, when they grow up, carry the qualities developed in their child- 
hood on the farm into the factories, shops, stores and offices of Amer- 
ica; into every business and profession. Secretary Hyde* of the 
Department of Agriculture reports that in the state of Iowa farm boys 
and girls leave the farm for city jobs at the rate of about 200 a year 
from each county. If the average for the entire country is as much 
as one-half the Iowa rate, or 100 a year from each county, the total 
number of farm boys and girls going into city jobs each year in the 
United States is not far from three hundred thousand. The influence 
exerted upon American business by these annual increments of large 
armies of vigorous young men and women certainly must be very 
great, and everybody who knows farm boys and girls knows that the 
influence is predominantly wholesome and beneficial in its effect upon 
our business standards. 

Some of the biggest bankers, railroad men, lawyers, and—I have 
no doubt—life insurance men of the United States are products of 
the farm and still are farm boys at heart. Many of them are beloved 
of their associates because of their fine human qualities, developed in 
large part when the men were boys caring for pet lambs, or pigs or 
colts, and doing other wholesome things that normal farm boys do. 

The influences I have suggested are not the only significant influ- 
ences for whose development and application in our national life we 
are largely indebted to the farm. In mentioning them and a few 
others, my objective is to give you a view of the agricultural situa- 
tion that is somewhat different from the one to which your attention 


| so frequently is called and of which, doubtless, you are a little tired 


at times. 


Patience, Initiative and Self-Reliance 


I have alluded briefly to the quality of patience. This quality is 
indispensable to anybody who would successfully manage a long-time 
program, whether in the building of a large life insurance business or 
in the development of: any other great and beneficent enterprise. 
Farming absolutely requires patience; patience with wind and rain, 
with the slow germination and fruition of plants, with the seasons, 
with all the slow processes of nature. And farm people characteris- 
tically are patient people. The farmer is patient not only with the 
natural phenomena which condition his progress; he is patient—often 
humorously so—with a certain type of politician who tries, more per- 
sistently than successfully, to hoodwink him. Like many patient

people, the farmer usually is a slow-moving, slow-thinking man. 
“The farmer,” Emerson said, “is a slow man, timed to nature and not 
to city watches.’’ Country people are about the only large group in 
our population nowadays who have sense enough to take their time. 
We sometimes criticize them for it, but the fact that they are slow of 
action is of incalculable value to the nation. Their slow movements 
serves as a check on the headlong speed with which most of us move 
and it is an important accompaniment of the quality of patience. 

Much of the initiative that characterizes the successful American 
business man comes from the farm. The farm boy has incomparably 
more opportunity and more necessity to develop initiative than does 
the city boy. The latter has numerous servants to do things for him 
but the farm boy has almost none at all. To the city boy the milkman 
brings milk, the postman brings letters, the janitor supplies heat, the 
traffic policeman provides protection at the busy street intersections, 
the playground supervisor supplies amusements and the zoo supplies 
animals—to look at. The farm boy has virtually nothing comparable 
to this. He must provide most of his own expedients, either in work 
or in play. He constantly is required to improvise, to find new meth- 
ods of doing things, to make his imagination work for him. His 
tasks are numerous and varied, and often quite complex. 

On summer evenings thousands of small farm boys are sent to 
pastures to fetch the cows. Each of these boys is confronted with 
certain problems which he must solve unaided. Frequently he must 
manage a more or less stubborn pony. He must open a gate—often 
a difficult undertaking—separate the milk cows from the dry stock, 
close the gate again, keep the cows out of the cornfield and bring 
them safely to the barn. Not uncommonly this apparently simple 
task requires the exercise of more initiative in. one hour than is re- 
quired of the ordinary city boy—with the possible exception of the 
newsboy or messenger—in a month. Under such conditions the farm 
boy of good native ability develops initiative at a rapid rate and to a 
high degree. At the same time he develops another quality of in- 
estimable value to American business, the quality of self-reliance. 
He learns to stand on his own feet. 


Solitude and Sanity 


Some people decry the solitude of the farm. There are people, 
of course, especially people of weak character, who cannot bear to 
be alone. But for most normal people opportunity for solitude is not 
only desirable but indispensable. The opportunity to be by one’s self 
is one of the best things about farm life. Wise use of this opportunity 
is responsible for much fine character development among country 
people. It commonly makes farm boys feel out of place in a crowd 
but this is not necessarily a disadvantage. On the contrary, it often 
prevents the farm-reared city man from becoming lost in the crowd. 
It often enables him to “keep his head when all men doubt” him and 
to form individual opinions instead of accepting herd opinion. We 
probably are indebted as much to the farm as to any other one thing 
for the strong individualism that is a part of the genius of American 
business. 

If we are to have reliable business vision we must have a goodly 
supply of basic sanity. America has it—not to excess, of course, but 
in goodly quantity—and she is largely indebted to the farm for it. 
To a high degree men are creatures of their environment. The farm- 
er’s environment is the open country, the solid earth canopied by a sky 
that is limited only by distant horizons. One cannot reasonably doubt 
that this environment has a profound effect in shaping the character 
and developing the point of view of the farm boy who is to be a 
captain of industry or the president of a great ‘life insurance company. 

Surrounded by the beauties and the hard realities of nature, the 
beauties unmarred by belching chimneys and the realities unrelieved 
by cushioned chairs, electric fans and central heating, the farm boy 
stands, alone, upon the bare earth under a wide sky and looks toward 
far horizons. His companions are chiefly plants and animals and 
streams and trees and rocks and lakes. All these are sane or induce 
sane thinking. His environment is at once tranquilizing and 
wondrous. It soothes his spirit and stimulates his imagination. The 
long clear views beckon to him and quicken his desire to explore and 
to adventure. Being much alone, he develops the habit of reflection, 
of quiet, unhurried thinking. He comes almost unconsciously to know 
of elemental things, of things that matter. This is the background 


of many of our great business men whose youthful experience of 
farm life helped to give them a basic sanity that has seen them 
through many a business crisis. 








One should never feel sorry for the farm boy, however freckle. 
faced, large-handed or awkward, who lives on a good farm with a 


good father and mother. Such a boy is to be envied, and he often js, 
A Chicago millionaire* recently expressed himself on this subject as 
follows: “These memories of the country where I spent my boy. 
hood days are priceless to me the same as similar memories are trea. 
ured by countless hosts of other business men who have been reared 
on the farms or in the villages, but have followed the rush of restless 
youth to the city and its industrial opportunities. They bring to me 
the realization that boys brought up in the congested tenements of q 
city are losing a heritage rightfully theirs and for which there 


1S no 
substitute.” Not only does the farm boy store up many priceless 
memories, as this millionaire did, but he is heir to many of the best 
things of earth and often he is destined to rule over us. His destiny 


is conditioned largely by the fine qualities that his environment helps 
him to develop and that contribute so much to our civilization 

As long ago as 1858, in a speech he made at a cattle show in Massa. 
chusetts, Emerson said, ““We must not paint the farmer in rose color. 
You cannot make pretty compliments to fate and gravitation, whose 
minister he is.” The statement is true now, as it was then. What I 
say is not to be construed as an implication that all farm people ar 
superior or that undesirable qualities are unknown among them. It 
is well for us to remember the following incident, typical of American 
rural wit: A demagogue, haranguing an audience of farmers, 
boasted, as demagogues often do, of having been born and reared on 
a farm. “That's nothing to boast about,”’ called out a witty farmer in 
the audience, “‘All jackasses are born and reared on farms.” 






The Uses of Adversity 


The work of the farmer is essentially hard work. As Emerson 
said, it “‘will always be done by one kind of man; not by scheming 
speculators, nor by soldiers, nor professors, nor readers of Tennyson; 
but by men of endurance—deep-chested, long-winded, tough, slow and 
sure, and timely.” 

Within wide limits, the very difficulties of farming and farm life 
are an asset. They provide something of what a poet called the sweet 
uses of adversity. The boy who rises before daylight on winter morn- 
ings to milk cows and do other chores and who spends long summer 
days working between corn rows or in the hay field, is incomparably 
better off, from the standpoint of happiness, than the boy who does 
not have to work. His appetite is better, his muscles—both mental 
and spiritual—are stronger and more supple, he has more courage, 
he sleeps better and his attitude toward life is infinitely more zestful 








I make no claim of perfection for farming and rural people. Farm- 
ing, like every other worthy occupation, is sufficiently difficult to re- 
quire strength, character and courage, and it helps to develop these 
great attributes. I do claim that farming and rural people are largely 
responsible for the development of many fine human qualities, many 
great imponderables, that are of incalculable value to our social and 
economic welfare and to our business life. We obtain from our farm 
people something besides bread and meat. The subtle influences with 
which they help to enrich, humanize and strengthen our social and 
economic structure are among the most significant and precious con- 
tributions to our civilization.

From that point of view, I see one side of a question, which from 
an obverse point of view equally concerns you, being a question 
which fundamentally affects the relations of insurance commissioners 
and insurance companies. Certain recent developments seem to show 
the need of our coming to some more complete understanding as to 
the principles which should limit the extent of governmental regulation 
of the insurance business. 


Only a few weeks ago, an able underwriter of experience, presi- 
dent of an insurance agents, advocated the 
setting up of a national commission with powers to check unreason- 
able competition in the insurance business.

Insurance, however, is not commerce within the meaning of that 
provision of the federal constitution which empowers Congress to 
regulate interstate commerce. I do not imagine that the members of 
this Convention join generally in advocacy of a regulation of your 
business by a national commission, but I do see signs of your favor- 
ing state insistence on uniformity in the insurance business, in order 
to check competition which you regard as unreasonable and injurious 
to the business as a whole. For example, during the current year 
a majority of the great life insurance companies have joined in urging 
insurance commissioners not merely to recommend uniformity in so- 
called total and permanent disability provisions supplemental to life 
insurance contracts, but to prescribe the form of such contracts and 
to forbid certain kinds of such provisions heretofore used as a means 
of competition by certain insurance companies. 


Is it not time to bring business vision to bear on an inquiry as to 
the wisdom of a policy which encourages regulations by political 
authorities of the insurance business, however advantageous such reg- 
ulations may,seem to be in particular cases or in certain respects? 
Is such a policy, with its natural results, likely, on the whole and in 
the long run, to benefit your business, and to contribute to the social 
and economic welfare of this country? 


Such is human nature, that the permanent officials in state insur- 
ance departments and, to a somewhat less extent, the heads of these 
departments, are ready enough, if you leaders of the insurance busi- 
ness really so desire, to exalt their own importance as bureaucrats. 
Moreover the bureaucratic appetite grows by what it feeds upon. 
Unless you are ready to welcome a general political regulation of the 
details of the insurance business, including a dictation of all the terms 
of insurance contracts, you take risks in favoring regulations which 
will serve as precedents for further extensions of such regulation. I 
fear you will find there is no half-way ground. Either the functions 
of the state will be limited, in principle and practice, to the protection 





of the public from insolvency of insurers, and legal prohibition of 
unfair competition by means, for example, of false representations, 
or by rebates and discriminations, or there is no assurance of any 


limit whatever to political interference with your business freedom. 

Your choice in this respect is only part of a fundamental choice 
which the American people have got to make, a choice, once for all, 
vetween bureaucratic regulation and business freedom. 

u cannot make such a choice without surrendering certain poten- 
ial advantages of the other alternative. Bureaucratic regulation may, 
it must be conceded, operate to control certain kinds of competition 
which are substantially injurious to

On the other hand, in American experience, by processes of trial 
ind error, more or less intelligently conducted, the social and economic 
tandards of this country have in the past unquestionably been ad- 





vanced. Of course there has been in some cases a sad lack of busi- 
ness vision, but such considerable business vision as has been avail- 
able has had free scope. Moreover, mistakes, or backwardness in en- 
terprise, tend to transfer leadership to men of better caliber. The 
fiercer the struggles of a free business life, the surer will be the; sur- 
vival, as leaders, of those fittest to lead. What price, likely to be 
exacted, would be too high for progressive communities to pay for 
elimination of unfit leaders of business, and the substitution in leader- 
ship of men of practical vision and prudent courage? 


There is a wide-spread feeling among the American public that the 
cost of some kinds of insurance is higher than it ought to be. It 
would be a misfortune if this feeling should lead to a governmental 
attack upon rates. Possibly the only policy which will prevent such 
an attack will be a wise and courageous effort on the part of the lead- 
ers of the insurance business by their own business vision to reduce, 
wherever possible, the cost of insurance to the American public. 

I venture to suggest one field for the exercise of business vision in 
this direction, to wit—the reduction of costs of acquiring new busi- 
ness. The obstacles to the achievement of such a result do not lie in 
any lack of knowledge in the insurance world. Representatives of 
various companies now meet from time to time in conference, hear 
papers read and discuss highly ethical formulas for the mutual con- 
duct, of their business. But they go back to their offices, and the 
ethical formulas seem to be widely forgotten; at any rate, the com- 
mission-war goes on again, 

High sales pressure is stimulated by extravagant commissions and 
by bonuses and prizes based on the volume of insurance written. 
Such a campaign of costly solicitation would be better justified in a 
backward community, devoid of education as to the advantages of 
insurance. But ever increasingly, insurance offices find that applica- 
tions for insurance come in over telephones without previous solici- 
tation, and insurance solicitors find their customers already educated 
and insurance-wise. 

Another result of what seems to be an inordinate desire, in some 
quarters at least, for a larger total volume of business is that agency 
forces of one company are raided by another company, and that new 
and untried men are encouraged to try their hands at soliciting 
business. 

One of the largest underwriters in the country has estimated that 
the turnover of the life underwriters of this country is 50%. He 
says that “approximately 100,000 persons try life underwriting an- 
nually and prove failures, generally within six months. 
age is two-fold:

1. The high cost resulting to the life insurance companies in equip- 
ping and training these underwriters. 

The damage done the public and the vocation of life underwrit- 
ing by the adverse influence of untrained underwriters.”

And again, in the address previously referred to, the author, an 
eminent underwriter, gives us this picture, as far as the casualty 
business goes: “that the scramble for business attracts a vastly 
greater number of insurance agents than are needed, or indeed than 
could be possibly equipped with expert knowledge and experience to 
properly safeguard the interests intrusted to them.” 


The additional cost of this extravagant agency system has to be 
passed on to the general public, and must work to prevent much in- 
surance which would be demanded and paid for if premiums were 
lower. 


Governmental agencies are quite unadapted to give effective relief 
in a situation of this kind. The only hope of better conditions is in 
the exercise of such business vision by leaders of the insurance world 
as will create an overmastering general conviction that this sort of 
scramble for new business is against the interests of everybody con- 
cerned, 


The remarkable prosperity of American industry is due largely te, 
the discovery by American leaders of industry that old-fashioned

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jealousies of competitors were not only unworthy but quite unneces- 
sary. Instead of acting as if markets were definitely limited in ex- 
tent of potential consumption and, therefore, of devoting their 
thoughts and time to getting away this or that item of business, by 
hook or crook, from some competitor, they now unite with the others 
in the same line of business to build up and extend in volume that line 
-of business as a whole. They have found that under this policy there 
is enough newly created business naturally coming to each concern to 
yield a better rate and character of growth of the business of each. 
The modern American business vision shows that the way of gen- 
eral prosperity lies not in attempts at warlike encroachment on the 
business of one another, but rather in a diligent study by each of the 
needs and desires of the public, and in scientific reduction of the 
costs of doing business. A similarly large-minded policy in the con- 
duct of the business of insurance, if made universal, will, in all prob- 
ability, produce similar beneficial results, and contribute immeasur- 
ably to the welfare of the insuring public. 

I venture to claim that the insurance commissioners of this country 
constitute a body of practical-minded business men, very different 
from the bureaucrats of the continent of Europe, less expert prob- 
ably, but also generally less disposed to be meddlesome. Speaking as 
one whom the State of Connecticut has honored by making him in- 
surance commissioner, I disavow individually any pretension of fit 
ness to decide the questions involved in scientific rate-making under 
varying forms of insurance contracts. 

I agree also that the leaders of the insurance business are better 
fitted than I am to invest the funds of their companies, and to meet 
the needs and desires of the public by their own free study of pos- 
sible forms of insurance contracts. 


It is my job, according to Connecticut ideas, to protect the policy- 
holders of the state by reporting and criticising the financial condi- 
tion of all insurance companies doing business in Connecticut, and by 
refusing permission to do business in the state to any company whose 
condition seems unsound. The power of public criticism is a great 
power. I, for one, stand ready to bring this power to bear as against 
all forms of unfair competition, however insidious. Where such 
competition is, as charged, reckless, I stand ready also to insist on 
proper additional reserves to cover unreasonably dangerous risks. 


It seems to me unnecessary to limit narrowly by law possible in- 
vestments of insurance companies. If the investments of any com- 
pany seem to be especially exposed to hazards of depreciation, I ad- 
vocate insisting on larger reserves to offset such hazards. Arbitrary 
refusal to allow, as admitted assets, investments authorized by the 
laws of the State which has chartered an insurance company, merely 
because they involve a policy not sanctioned by the laws of the State 
so acting, seems to me contrary to the principles of comity which lie 
at the foundation of our federal system of government. But to the 
extent that reserves are honestly required as being merely sufficient 
to offset reasonably any hazards incurred by any corporate policy, 
whether of a general or special character, such a requirement will, I 
submit, be likely to operate for the benefit of the insurance business 
of this country. 

If the leaders of the insurance world accept and demand complete 
freedom of initiative in the conduct of their business, subject to few 
legal prohibitions or regulations, they may well, in turn, allow, for the 
benefit of the public and of the insurance business as a whole, an 
equally broad jurisdiction of State insurance departments in the 
matter of public criticism, and in insistence on such financial re- 
serves as will protect the holders of insurance contracts against all 
contingencies that are reasonably conceivable. 

In order that such a broad jurisdiction may be more courageously, 
wisely and beneficially exercised, I bespeak the exertion of your 
powerful influence in opposing short terms for insurance commission- 
ers and their frequent displacement by inexperienced successors for 
purely political reasons. 

In conclusion, let me acknowledge that modern standards of su- 
pervision tend more and more to emphasize the duty of general su- 
pervision of the insurance business by corporate directors. They 
meed not be underwriters or professional investors, but being, as they 
generally are, business leaders of the community, they can recognize 
and inspire true business vision in the formulation and execution of 
business policies by the executive heads of insurance companies. It 
is by public approval of such policies, and by public criticism of con-

EDUCATIONAL INSURANCE FILMS 
Research Bureau Completing Film Project 


The educational film project of the Life Insurance Sales 
Research Bureau has now become a reality rather than a 
research problem. After ten months spent in active analysis 
of the effectiveness of visual education in training agents, the 
Bureau concludes that the visual method is the finest single 
device for training agents that could possibly be introduced 
at this time. 

The Bureau was first directed by its member companies at 
the annual meeting in October, 1928, to determine if visual 
training methods could be adapted to the life insurance busi- 
ness. These companies had been observing with interest the 
trend toward visual training and wished an authoritative 
analysis of its fundamental worth. The Bureau was selected 
to make the investigation because of its position as an im- 
partial observer of trends in management, both inside and 
outside the life insurance business. Not only does it possess 
data on the present training methods of its members, but it 
has a staff whose past experience and present activities con- 
stitute the necessary equipment to investigate and develop 
such a project. Their work is supplemented by an advisory 
committee composed of prominent life insurance educators. 

The first two films of the library have been released re- 
cently. The first, “You and Your Future” serves as an intro- 
duction to the entire series of twenty-six. Being a visual 
presentation of the advantages of life insurance selling, its 
primary purpose is to describe the business to prospective 
agents. The second film, “Profitable Prospecting” gives an 
exact picture of the qualifications of prospects and specific 
methods for reaching those qualified. The third subject, 
“Why People Buy Life Insurance,” and the fourth, “The 
Picture of the Prospect” will be released in about two weeks. 


CONWAY ISSUES FOURTH REPORT 


State Superintendent of Insurance, Albert Conway, is pre- 
paring to issue the fourth and last volume of his 1929 report 


to the legislature. This volume deals with all assessment 
or co-operative insurance organizations authorized in New 
York, and includes life and casualty associations, fraternal 
orders or societies, and co-operative fire companies. 

A survey of all lines of insurance covered in the four 
volumes of the New York report will show the following 
general summary: 


The active companies of every kind reporting to New York 
January 1, 1929, numbered 901; a net increase of 60 as com- 
pared with the year previous and embracing 559 fire and 
marine, 49 life and annuity, 137 casualty, 46 title guaranty, 
98 assessment and fraternal organizations, and 12 pension 
funds and retirement systems. 

The aggregate of admitted assets of these companies was 
$18,819,951.905. 

The liabilities of all companies, excluding capital, were 
$15,426,281,799; capital, $640,764,914; surplus, $2,752,905,192. 

Insurance in force on persons and property, outside of 
casualty lines—(where the amounts are largely contingent) : 
life $84,990,385,567; fire, marine, inland, motor vehicle and 
other lines carried by fire and marine companies, $230,918,- 
157,889.

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THE STOCK WITH POLICY RACKET 


VERY year brings its crop of new life insur- 

ance companies commencing business on the 
stock with policy plan, which is, unfortunately, still 
legal in many States, and as often we go on record 
as disapproving such plan. Every so often there 
is a company which, far from apologizing for such 
a plan of operation, claims it to be an excellent 
thing not only for itself but for its policyholders. 
In order to refute such a claim and to substantiate 
our oft repeated criticisms of the stock with policy 
plan, we are giving what we believe to be its chief 
objections. Some of these are inherent to the plan 
itself and cannot be overcome by even an able and 
honest management. Others lie along the lines of 
temptation and while doubtless these may be re- 
sisted by scrupulous officers, nevertheless it is our 
experience that as frequently they are not. 

For the benefit of those of our subscribers who 
are unfamiliar with this method of forming an in- 
surance company, we should say that we class as 
such any plan whereby stock in a new company 
is offered concurrently or later with policies of in- 
surance. The general procedure is to have the 
policy participating and issued at a rather high 
rate to allow generous dividends. These are ap- 
plied at some future date to the purchase of the 
stock. Of course, there are many variations, some- 
times pure endowment policies being issued, some- 
times merely an option to purchase being included 
with the policy. Usually the purchase is not com- 
pulsory. 

The fundamental economic objection to all such 
schemes may be summarized in that the market for 
the stock of new life companies is not the market 
for insurance; in fact, they are diametrically op- 
posed. The stock of any new life insurance com- 
pany, even under good management, is a decidedly 
speculative investment in which the small investor 


should not participate. To this must be added the | 


fact that no life company can expect to pay earned 
dividends for many years (usually about seven) 
and it is quite possible that during this period ad- 
ditional contributions may be required from stock- 
holders. Finally, the stock of all new companies 
in any line of business has a market so limited as 
to be non-existent. There is no possibility of get- 
ting a fair value for the stock at a forced sale and 
little possibility of selling it at all for many, many 
years. Such investments are to be recommended 
only to the man of wealth who can afford to do 
without interest and to take a chance, and, if neces- 











sary, to lose without being hurt. On the opposite 
hand, the need for insurance is the need for pro- 
tection and has no relation to finances. Usually 
it is greatest when the finances are slimmest. ‘The 
high participating premium charged means less in- 
surance for the same money. Certainly whatever 
savings the small policyholder has (and he is the 
market for most insurance) should be put in the 
highest, grade of safe and liguid securities, and 
not in stocks of new life insurance companies which 
are as far from this definition as it is possible to 
find in the investment market. 


Outside of these economic objections, which we 
believe are sufficient to make the plan unsound in 
any case, there are others which are often associated 
with it to still further increase its failings. Sum- 
marized, there are tendencies toward extravagance 
on the part of the management and misrepresenta- 
tion on the part of the agents. The cause for the 
first lies in the high participating rates which are 
necessarily charged and under which only paper 
dividends are paid. They are declared and appor- 
tioned to be sure, but then they revert to the sur- 
plus of the company to buy the stock. If the stock 
is not fairly priced the condition is even worse. The 
management has under its control more funds than 
are necessary to run the company and it is a sad 
commentary on many of them that they have been 
unable to resist temptation. This ties up with the 
equally strong desire to declare large dividends 
which are never earned, since these will not be paid 
in cash. These dividends may then be used by the 
agency force to indicate highly misleading results 
of probable future net cost. We have known cases 
where the stock was bought deliberately (a few 
shares only) at grossly inflated prices and then 
these prices were used to indicate its fair value. 
At all events, these various possible failings are 
tied up so closely together that seldom is one pres- 
ent without the others; and while an honest man- 
agement may resist all of them there are many who 
can not. 


One stock with policy company official who said 
he was “proud” of his plan of operation was asked 
to answer the arguments put forth above. To date 
we have had no reply. Should this or any other 
company think we have not given a fair presenta- 
tion of the matter—no arguments for the plan are 
given as we know of none—we should be glad to 
review our position again.

peso Received After the Death of the Insured 

Question: Are procee ods received upon the death of an 
insured, ina ake sum or in installments, taxable income? 

Answer: No. Such payments are excluded from gross 
income. 

The following items shall not be included in gross income 
and shall be exempt from taxation under this title: 

Amounts received under a life insurance contract paid by 
reason of the death of the insured, whether in a single sum 
or in installments (but if such amounts are held by the in- 
surer under an agreement to pay interest thereon, the interest 
payments shall be included in gross income); * * * (Sec. 
22(b) (1), Revenue Act of 1928.) 

Question: Are the proceeds of life insurance exempt 
from income lax re gardless of who the beneficiary (includ- 
ing corporations) is and who paid the premiums? 

Answer: Yes, except when payable to a_ transferee 
to whom the policy has been assigned for valuable consid- 
eration. A “transferee for value” is an investor rather than 
an insurance beneficiary. 

The proceeds of life insurance policies, paid by reason of 
the death of an insured to his estate or to any beneficiary 
fora valuable consideration) ,.directly or in trust, are excluded 
from the gross income of the beneficiary. * * * (Art. 82, Reg. 
(individual, partnership, or corporation, but not a transferee 
74.) 

Question: 3. How are insurance proceeds payable to an 
assignee for value taxed? 

Answer: Only the profit from the investment is taxed ; that 
is, the difference between the proceeds and the actual cost 
of the policy to the transferee, is taxable. 

In the case of a transfer for a valuable consideration, pA 
assignment or otherwise, of a life insurance, endowment, 
annuity contract, or any interest therein, only the actual ane 
of such consideration and the amount of the premiums and 
other sums subsequently paid by the transferee are exempt 
from taxation. * * * (Art. 82, Reg. 74.) 

Ouestion: Are proceeds received by the beneficiary un- 
der an installment bond contract exempt? 

Answer: Yes. 

Amounts received by an individual beneficiary or by the 
estate of the insured under the terms of an ordinary life, 
continuous installment bond contract, issued by a life insur- 
ance company, are exempt from tax. This applies not only 
to the installment payments received but also to any dividends 
received under the terms of the bond. (O.D. 433; C.B. 
June, 1920, page 91.) 

Ouestion: 5. How is interest received by beneficiaries on 
installment payments treated? 

Answer: Where the proceeds are placed in trust with the 
insurance company, the earnings thereon paid are taxable in- 
come. 

It is immaterial whether the proceeds are received in a 
single sum or in installments. If, however, such proceeds are 
held by the insurer under an agreement to pay interest thereon, 
the interest payments must be included in gross income. * * * 
(Art. 82, Reg. 74.) 

Ouestion: 6. Are the proceeds from War Risk Insurance 
taxable? 

Answer: No. 

The following items shall not be included in gross income 
and shall be exempt from taxation under this title: 

\mounts received as compensation, family allotments and 
allowances under the provisions of the War Risk Insurance 
and the Vocational Rehabilitation Acts or the World War 
Veterans’ Act, 1924, or as pensions from the United States 
for service of the beneficiary or another in the military or 
naval forces of the United States in time of war, or as a 
State pension for services rendered by the beneficiary or 
another for which the State is paying a pension; * * * (Sec. 
22(b) (6). Revenue Act of 1928.) 





ga Received During Life of Insured 


Question: How are the proceeds of matured life insur- 
ance or endowment policies received during the life of the 
assured ina single sum taxed? 

Answer: The proceeds of the insurance are taxable only 
to the extent that they exceed the cost of the policy. The 
taxpayer is entitled to an exemption equal to the total net 
premiums paid under the policy or to the total of the cash 
surrender value* as of March 1, 1913, plus the premiums 
paid on or after March 1, 1913, whichever is the larger. 
The difference between the amount received and the exemp- 
tion is taxable. 

Amounts received (other than amounts ‘paid by reason of 
the death of the insured and interest payments on such 
amounts) under a life insurance, endowment, or annuity con- 
tract are excluded from gross income, but if such amounts 
(when added to amounts received before the taxable year 
under such contract) exceed the aggregate premiums or con- 
sideration paid (whether or not paid during the taxable year) 
then the excess shall be included in gross income. (Art. 82, 
Reg. 74). m : 

The excess of the amount received at maturity of the 
policy plus all dividends received thereon, over the total pre- 
miums paid prior to March 1913, or the cash surrender 

value of the policy as of that date, whichever is greater, plus 
the premiums paid on or after March 1, 1913, will represent 
taxable income to be reported for the year in which received 
for both normal and additional tax purposes. (O.D. 490, 
Cumulative Bulletin, June 1920, page 85.) 

*In Lucas v. Alexander the U. S. Supreme Court (May 
20, 1929) affirmed a lower court decision to the effect that 
the March 1, 1913 value of a policy should be the present 
value on March 1, 1913,,of what the insured could, at that 
date have reasonably anticipated that the policy, would be 
worth at maturity, arriving at the then present value by the 
application of a 4% interest rate, compounded annually. 

Question: 8. How are payments received by the insured 
on surrender of a policy before maturity taxed? 

Answer: The answer is the same as to the preceding ques- 
tion. The insured pays a tax only on the difference between 
the amount received and the exemption allowed. The exemp- 
tion is equal to the total net premiums paid under the policy 
or the total cash surrender value as of March 1, 1913 plus 
premiums paid on or after March 1, 1913, whichever is the 
larger. 

See Art. 82, Reg. 74,"in question 7. 

* * * In the case of an insurance policy its surrender value 
as of March 1, 1913, may be used as a basis for the purpose 
of ascertaining the gain derived from its sale or other dis- 
position. *** (Art. 91, Reg. 74.) 

* * * Tf the insured surrenders his policy and all' his rights 
thereunder to the insurance company, which wrote’ the policy, 
the aggregate amount of the premitims paid dtiring the 
period the policy was held, or the cash surrender’ -valué of 
the policy as at March 1, 1913, whichever is gteater‘in amount, 
is to be taken as the basis in cconeesng the taxable income’ 
derived by the insured. (O.D. 379, Cumulative Bulletin, 
June 1920, page 77.) 

Question: 9. How are the proceeds of insurance received 
by an assignee of a@ policy at maturity or upon surrender 
taxed? 

Answer: The amount received is taxable only to the ex- 
tent that it exceeds the actual cost of the policy plus net 
premiums subsequently paid by the transferee. If the policy 
was acquired by the transferee before March 1, 1913, the 
amount received is taxable to the extent that it exceeds the 
cash value as of March 1, 1913 plus net premiums subse- 
quently paid, or the cost, whichever is greater.

* * * In the case of a transfer for a valuable consideration, 
by assignment or otherwise, of a life insurance, endowment, or 
annuity contract, or any interest therein, only the actual value 
of such consideration and the amount of the premiums and 
other sums subsequently paid by the transferee are. exempt 
from taxation. (Art. 82, Reg. 74.)

The basis for determining the gain or loss from the sale or 
other disposition of property acquired before March 1, 1913, 
shall be: (1) the cost of such property * * * or (2) the 
fair market value of such property as of March 1, 1913, 
whichever. is greater.

Question: 10. How are the proceeds of an endowment 
policy that matures during the life of the insured taxed, if 
the proceeds are left on deposit with the insurance company 
at interest? 

Answer: Under certain endowment policies, the insured 
has the right to accept the proceeds of the policy upon the 


maturity of the endowment, or leave them with the company ’ 


at interest. If the insured elects to leave the proceeds with 
the company, he receives a return on the proceeds left on 
deposit and also has the right to withdraw the principal sum 
at any annuity-paying date. The proceeds of the endowment 
policy are taxable for the year in which the endowment policy 
matures in the same manner as they would be taxed if they 
were paid in a single sum at maturity to the insured, for the 
Government regards the proceeds as having been construc- 
tively received. See answer to question 7 for determing the 
amount taxable. The interest payments received on the pro- 
ceeds are taxable for the year in which they are received. 
The entire amount of $1,000, called for by the policy, was 


available to the insured at the maturity date, and, in fact, at | 


any annuity-paying date thereafter. Although under the set- 
tlement made it was left with the company, the insured as 
beneficiary receives a return thereon of 4.8 per cent, as before 
stated, the principal sum may be withdrawn at any annuity- 





paying date. The settlement made, therefore, amounts to 
the constructive receipt of the proceeds of the policy at the 
maturity date and the reinvestment of the same in accordance 
with the terms of the settlement. The * * * net premiums 
paid are shown to have amounted to $861.94. As this amount 
of the proceeds is exempt from the income tax under the 
above-quoted provisions of the statute, the portion of the 
proceeds which constitutes taxable gain is $138.06, this being 
the amount by which $1,000 exceeds the net premiums paid. 
This amount, therefore, represents taxable income for the 
year 1925, subject to both the normal tax and surtax. With 
reference to the so-called annuity of 4.8 per cent payable to 
the insured, as the principal sum is not exhausted and, in fact, 
may be withdrawn at any annuity or interest-paying date, it is 
evident that the annual payments are for the use of the 
money, having the status of interest. Such payments, there- 
fore, constitute taxable income to the insured in their en- 
tirety, subject to both the normal tax and surtax. (I.T. 2380, 
Cumulative Bulletin, December, 1927, page 32.) 

Question: 11. How are the proceeds of an endowment 
policy payable in installments to the insured as beneficiary 
taxed? i 

Answer: When the insured elects at the maturity of the 
policy not to accept the proceeds that are available to him, 
but to leave them with the company, and to receive the pro- 
ceeds as beneficiary in installments during a fixed number of 
years, with the right to withdraw any or all of the principal 
sum at any installment-paying date, the proceeds are con- 
sidered as having been constructively received upon the ma- 
turity of the endowment. The proceeds are taxable for the 
year in which the endowment matures in the same manner 
as they would be taxed if the proceeds were paid in a single 
sum. See answer to question 7 for determining the amount 
taxable. Thereafter the annual installments received will not 
be taxable until the aggregate of the payments received equals 
the single sum value of the endowment at maturity, after 
which the excess will become taxable as received. 
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In the second case presented a policy with similar optional 
settlements, No. , was issued to B for $2,000 on No- 
vember —, 1905. * * * The insured designated himself as 
teneficiary and elected to have settlement made for the prin- 
pal sum under the plan referred to as Option B, in ac- 
cordance with which he is to receive 15 annual payments of 
$162.64 each, the first of which was received on November 
—, 1925. As in the preceding instance, the entire amount of 
the principal sum was available to him at the maturity date 
and any unpaid balance may be withdrawn at any installment- 
paying date. 

The principals governing this settlement are the same as in 
the preceding instance. The amount of the taxable gain re- 
sulting to the insured is $538.77, this being the amount by 
which the principal sum of $2,000 exceeds the net amount 
paid by the insured. The taxable gain so computed is sub- 
ject to both the normal tax and surtax for the year 1925, in 
which it became available to him. The transaction has the 
further effect of the proceeds in the sum of $2,000 being in- 
vested or paid as the purchase price of the 15 annual pay- 
ments to be received under the plan of settlement agreed 
upon. Under the provisions of the statute hereinbefore 
quoted, no taxable gain will result to the recipient of such 
annuity payments until the aggregate of the payments received 
exceeds the sum of $2,000, the cost of the annuity contract. 
(1.T. 2380, Internal Revenue Bulletin, Vol. 6, No. 38, Sept. 
19, 1927.) 


TAXATION OF ANNUITIES 


Ouestion: 12. How are payments, made under an annuity 
contract, taxed to the recipient? 

Answer: Payments on an annuity contract are exempt 
until the payments received equal the principal sum paid for 
the annuity. All payments received thereafter are taxable as 
income for the year in which they are received. 

The following items shall not be included in gross income 
and shall be exempt from taxation under this title: _ 

* * * Amounts received (other than amounts paid by 
reason of the death of the insured and interest payments on 
such amounts) under a life insurance, endowment, or annuity 
contract, but if such amounts (when added to amounts re- 
ceived before the taxable year under such contract) exceed 
the aggregate premiums or consideration paid (whether or 
not paid during the taxable year) then the excess shall be 
included in gross income. In the case of a transfer for a 
valuable consideration, by assignment or otherwise, of a life 
insurance, endowment, or annuity contract, or any interest 
therein, only the actual value of such consideration and the 
amount of the premiums and other sums subsequently paid 
by the transferee shall be exempt from taxation under para- 
graph (1) or this paragraph; * *.* (Sec, 22(b) (2), Revenue 
Act of 1928.) 

Question: 13. How are annuity payments received under a 
combined life insurance and annuity contract taxed? 

Answer: Combined life insurance and annuity contracts, 
referred to as the “Life annuity with death benefit” contract 
and the “Participating life income policy with principal sum 
payable at death” should be treated, in part, as annuity con- 
tracts purchased with that portion of the total premium or 
consideration paid which can be fairly allocated to the annuity 
feature. Under such policies a single premium, let us say, 
of $10,500 is paid for a life annuity with death benefit con- 
tract. Under the contract the annuitant receives $350 a year 
and in the event of his death, his beneficiaries receive $10,000, 
and the proportionate part of the annuity due for the year 
in which the annuitant died. The contract further provides 
for the participation by the annuitant in the earnings of the 
company. The company undertakes to increase the annuity 
by the amount of the dividends allotted by the company for 
each current year out of its surplus earnings. The contract 
may be surrendered at any time for a sum equivalent to the 
amount of the death benefit. 


Under the ruling given below, where the insurance com- 
panies are able to make a fair allocation of the total premium 
of $10,500 between the annuity feature and the life insurance 
feature of the policy, the annual payments received are ex- 
empt from taxation until the premium allocated to the annuity 
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feature is exhausted. The annuitant must report as gross in- 
come any payments received after the portion of the premium 
representing the annuity has been recovered. 

An opinion is requested as to whether certain contracts re- 
ferred to as the “Life annuity with death benefit” contract 
issued by the M Life Insurance Co. and the “Participating life 
income policy with principal sum payable at death” issued 


by the O Life Insurance Co. are annuity contracts within 
the meaning of section 213(b)2 of the Revenue Act of 1926 
and section 22(b)2 of the Revenue Act of 1928. * * * 

The contracts uniformly provide for the payment to the 
annuitant of a stated sum annually, and also for the payment 
of a specified amount to a named beneficiary upon proof of 
death of the annuitant. It is obvious that the contracts con- 
sists of two features—the annuity feature and the life benefit 
feature. The insurance companies issuing such contracts 
state that the premium or consideration paid for such a 
contract is severable and can be allocated to the two features. 

In view of the foregoing, it is concluded, with respect to 
the combined life insurance and annuity contracts of the 
character of the ones in question, that where the insurance 
companies are able to make a fair allocation of the total 
premium or consideration paid for a particular contract be- 
tween the annuity feature and the life insurance feature 
thereof, and the portion of the premium or consideration 
allocated to the annuity feature is exhausted as the annual 
annuity payments are made, the contract should be treated, 
in part, as an annuity contract within the meaning of section 
213(b)2 of the Revenue Act of 1926 and section 22(b)2 of 
the Revenue Act of 1928, purchased with that portion of the 
total premium or consideration paid which is fairly allocated 
to the annuity feature; and that the annuitant should be per- 
mitted to recover exempt from taxation the amount of the 
premium or consideration allocated to the annuity feature 
before being required to return as gross income any part of 
the annuity payments. (G.C.M. 630% (1929) VITI-24 4234.)

THE EFFECT OF FAILURE TO GIVE NOTICE OF DISABILITY DUE To 
TOTAL INCAPACITY TO 


NE of the problems giving life insurance offi- 

cials and. attorneys most concern of late is that 
of disability claims filed long after the disability is al- 
leged to have commenced, and frequently after there 
has been a default in the payment of premiums, and 
the policy has lapsed. The majority rule is to the ef- 
fect that if the provisions of the particular disability 
clause involved require the insured, after suffering 
some injury or illness, to furnish the insurer proof of 
the injury or disability within a specified time after 
the suffering of the injury or the commencement of 
the disability, that a total incapacity of the insured to 


act in the matter resulting from no fault of his own, | 


and where claim is presented within a reasonable time, 
will excuse the failure to file proofs or do some other 
act required by the contract. Such disability clauses 
clearly create a condition subsequent, and the cases 
holding the insurer liable under such circumstances 
are numerous. Attention is called, among others, to

In an effort to control, and if possible eliminate 
claims filed long after disability had commenced, and 
after default in the payment of premiums, many in- 
surers adopted a disability clause which seems to be in 
general use, providing, in substance, that if the in- 


sured, after the payment of the first premium and be- | 


fore default in the payment of any subsequent pre- 


mium,.furnished the company due proof of total | 


disability, that thereafter, certain benefits would be 
granted. The clause was intended to create a condi- 
tion precedent to the attaching of liability, and, in my 
opinion, does. Even under the plain language of this 
clause, there is some conflict of authority.

ACT IN THE MATTER 


The leading case upholding this clause, and constru- 
ing the same to mean that the filing of proofs is a 
condition precedent to the attach of liability, is the 
case of New England Mutual Life Insurance Co. y. 
Reynolds (Ala.), 116 So. 151. The insured admittedly 
became insane prior to the due date of the premium for 
which the policy lapsed. The contention was made that 
notwithstanding the wording of the policy, that his 
total incapacity to act in the matter excused the failure 
to file proofs of disability prior to the default. In re- 
lieving the company of liability, the court said: 


“We are of the opinion that furnishing proofs of disa- 
bility to the insurer is made a condition precedent to the 


A careful examination of the opinion discloses am- 
ple reasons for the soundness of the decision, which 
said decision, in the writer’s opinion, is the correct 
ruling. 

Other cases announcing the same rule are New York 
Life Ins. Co. v. Alexander ( Miss.) 85 So. 93, 15 A. 
L. R. 314; Hanson v. N. W. Mutual, 229 Ill. App. 15; 
Thorensen v. Mass. Benefit Association (Minn.), 71 


N. W. 668; Wick v. Western Union Life (Wash.), 


175 Pac. 953; International Life v. Moeller, 33 Fed. 


(2d) 386. 

In view of the plain language of the disability clause 
referred to, it would seem that these decisions would 
represent the only interpretation of the clause. There 
are, however, some decisions to the contrary. The re- 
cent case of Levan v. Metropolitan Life (S. C.), 136 
S. E. 304, is such a case. Notwithstanding the plain 
language of the contract creating a condition precedent, 
the effect of the decision was virtually to make the 
matter of filing proofs a condition subsequent. There 
was a dissenting opinion by Mr. Justice Cothran in 
this case, which contains a clear exposition of the law 
as reflected by the majority rule.

Another such case is Rhyne v. Insurance Com- 
pany, (N. C.), 147 S. E. 6. Notwithstanding the plain 
language of the contract, the court treated the clause 
as virtually creating a condition subsequent, and 
among other things, said: 


“We are content to place our decision on the broad 
ground that, notwithstanding the literal meaning of the 
words used, unless clearly negatived, a stipulation in an 
insurance policy requiring notice should be read with an 
exception reasonably saving the rights of the assured from 
forfeiture when, due to no fault of his own, he is totally 
incapacitated from acting in the matter.” 

The trial judge had dismissed the Rhyne case as of 
non-suit, but upon reversal of this ruling by the Su- 
preme Court, and upon a re-trial of the matter in the 
trial court, the jury, of course, found as a fact that 
the insured was totally incapacitated to act in the mat- 
ter of filing proofs from a date prior to the due date 
of the premiums upon which the policies sued on had 
lapsed, notwithstanding abundant evidence that he had 
transacted business and had travelled about the State 
unattended. 

As a result of the decision in the Rhyne case, an- 
other suit entitled Nelson, Administratrix, vs. the Jef- 
ferson Standard Life Insurance Co. was instituted and 
tried the week of Sept. 23rd, 1929, in which it was 
sought to recover disability benefits accruing prior to 


the time that the insured had filed proofs and had 


received benefits. Proofs were filed October 17th, 
1928, in due time. Disability payments on a $25,000 
policy were paid at the rate of $250.00 per month 
until the insured’s death in February, 1929, and the 
face amount of the policy, $25,000.00, was paid at 
his death, to the beneficiary, without prejudice to the 
right of the administratrix to bring action to recover 
a return of premiums paid and disability benefits then 
alleged to be due, based upon the contention that 
from October 1st, 1926 until October 17th, 1928 the 
insured was disabled and totally incapacitated from 
acting in the matter of filing proofs. The trial re- 
sulted in a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for dis- 
ability benefits and return of premiums paid from 
and after April Ist, 1927, from which date the jury 
found that the insured was physically and mentally 
totally incapacitated from acting in the matter of 
filing proofs. While it is true that the jury did not 
give the plaintiff all that was sued for, and did not 
find that the total physical and mental incapacity be- 
gan at the time that plaintiff contended that it began, 
yet it is to be seriously doubted that in truth and in 
fact the total incapacity began as early as the jury 
found it began, all of which illustrates the injustice 
that has been and will continue to be done by what “is 
clearly an erroneous decision of the Rhyne case. 





To meet the exigencies of the situation, and to fol- 
low the intimation contained in the excerpt from the 
opinion in the Rhyne case hereinbefore set out, it is 
suggested that a provision be inserted in the form of 
disability clause to the effect that insanity or other 
total incapacity will not excuse the failure to file 
proofs. This, then, would manifestly create a con- 
tract that subsequent insanity would not vitiate. 


EDITOR’S NOTE 


Mr. Smith in this article discusses a subject which 
was considered by Messrs. Thomas and Lumpkin in an 
article appearing in our October Life News. It is a 
subject which warrants serious thought and about 
which, as these articles indicate, there is a considerable 
divergence of judicial opinion. 

These two articles show that the rule appears to be 
well settled that insanity or incapacitating sickness of 
the assured will not excuse failure to pay premiums and 
prevent forfeiture, termination or suspension where 
the policy expressly provides therefor in the event of 
nonpayment of premium. 


It is quite usual, however, for life insurance poli- 
cies, nowadays, to contain what is known as a total 
disability clause, providing among other benefits, for 
the waiver of premiums in the event that the insured 
furnish proper proof of such disability while the pol- 
icy is in full force and no premium is in default. It is 
this disability provision that is discussed by Mr. Smith 
in this, and by Messrs. Thomas and Lumpkin in the 
previous, article. 


The question is whether the furnishing of such 
proof of disability while the policy is still in full force 
and no premium is in default is a condition precedent 
to the insured being entitled to those disability bene- 
fits, or whether insanity or some other disabling con- 
dition, making it impossible for the insured to have 
given such notice, will excuse the default and entitle 
him to the benefits thereunder if the notice and proof 
of disability are furnished after the policy, by its 
terms, otherwise would have lapsed. 


There can be no question but that_a strict, literal con- 
struction of the disability provisions requires this no- 
tice and proof to be given while the policy is in force 
and no premium is in default but, it is pointed out, that 
while some Courts have adhered to such strict, literal 
construction of this requirement, others, by their deci- 
sions and in spite of the plain language of the disabil- 
ity provisions, have excused failure to give notice and 
proof of disability during the specified time, when the

facts justified a finding that it was impossible for the 
insured to furnish such notice and proof because of in- 
sanity or other disabling condition. 


We find reference to the fact that in life and acci- 
dent policies, notice and proof of death or injury are 
conditions subsequent; that is, that the liability of the 
company became fixed at the time of death or injury 
and it simply remained for the beneficiary or insured 
subsequently to furnish proper proof that the contin- 
gency insured against had occurred and the liability at- 
tached. The question involved in a construction of 
these disability clauses is whether or not the notice and 
proof of claim is a condition precedent; that is, 
whether or not it is essential that the insured, within 
the specified time, give notice and proof that he is 
entitled to these benefits before the liability of the com- 
pany becomes fixed. The theory of those holding that 
such notice is a condition precedent is that in life and 
accident policies, obviously, the notice and proof of 
claim cannot be given until after the contingency in- 
sured against has occurred; whereas the benefits un- 
der these disability clauses are not the contingencies 
insured against but merely provisions that the insur- 
ance against such contingencies will be carried by the 
insurer without further payment of premium, and that 
the insured may avail himself of those benefits only 
by strict compliance with the requirements as to no- 
tice and proof. 


Mr. Smith suggests that, in order to clear up the 
confusion incident to these conflicting decisions, it 
would be well for companies issuing policies with these 
disability clauses, to include a provision that insanity 
or other total incapacity will not excuse the failure to 
file proofs. Of course, that would settle this question 
for all time. 


As we stated in our comment to the article of 
Messrs. Thomas and Lumpkin, the New York Insur- 
ance Law provides that in the czse of public liability 
policies, “failure to give any notice required to be given 
by such policy within the time specified therein shall 
not invalidate any claim made by the insured if it 
shall be shown not to have been reasonably possible to 
give such notice within the prescribed time, and that 
notice was given as soon as was reasonably possible.” 


We cannot escape the feeling that a strict construc- 
tion of the requirements regarding notice under these 
disability clauses will, in some cases, work an injustice 
upon insureds who have become insane or otherwise 
incapacitated, by reason of which the notice was not 
given in time, and if a provision such as Mr. Smith

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STOCK AND MUTUAL COMPANIES 


Our 1929 Life Rating Chart contains figures and 
ratings for 306 life insurance companies of all types 
which were in business at the end of 1928. Of 
these 306 companies 52 were operating on a purely 
mutual basis; 56 were “mixed” or stock companies 
writing both participating and non-participating insur- 
ance; 13 of the latter although stock companies write 
participating insurance only. This leaves 185 
purely stock companies writing non-participating 
business only. The Guardian Life Insurance Com- 
pany of New York City and the Prudential Insur- 
ance Company of Newark, N. J. are included as 
purely mutual companies although technically both 
of these companies have not as yet fully mutualized. 
Only a few shares of stock remain outstanding in 
each company and both companies are to all effects 
purely mutual.

suggests is inserted in the disability clause, that legis- 
latures in some of the States where the Courts have 
given the more liberal construction to the policy re- 
quirements, will enact laws prohibiting such a clause 
and specifically providing that in certain cases the 
notice shall be sufficient if given within a reasonable 
time. Of course, relaxation of this rule may and prob- 
ably will subject insurance companies to fraudulent 
claims, but we believe that the Courts can be trusted 
to distinguish between the spurious and the honest 
claims, and to curb the tendency of juries to disre- 
gard proven facts and be generous with the money 
of insurance companies.

surance Trust. 


Copies of the program have been mailed to all Life 
Underwriters Associations throughout the country and 
the National Association, through National Head- 
quarters, is supporting the movement. The suggested 
minimum outline for local association participation 
embraces furnishing speakers for luncheon clubs, 
schools, Chambers of Commerce, and other civic and 
business groups, advertising in local newspapers, em- 
phasizing the campaign at meetings in December and 
January, and tying-up with the National Association 
in plans for a nationwide radio hook-up on Life Insur- 
ance Day. 


More than 1,000 representative banks and trust 
companies throughout the country will receive copies 
of the program. Their part in the plan for Life In- 
surance Day involves newspaper and other advertising 
in Thrift Week, with special reference to Life Insur- 
ance Trusts. The cooperation of Trust Officers with 
local Underwriters’ Associations and their appearance 
before these bodies and at Agency gatherings in Jan- 
uary prior to Life Insurance Day is recommended. 
Featuring National Thrift Week and Life Insurance 
Day in house organs and customers’ publications is 
suggested and a special direct mail piece of advertis- 
ing on Life Insurance Day proposed for Insurance 
Trust mailing lists. 


Although the Thrift Week celebration does not ex- 
tend to Canada, the Committee is cooperating with 
Canadian Companies in initiating a Life Insurance 
Day there on January 22nd. The outline suggested 
for company cooperation could be adapted to use by 
Canadian Companies and the Underwriter Association 
Activities followed by the Canadian Association.

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GRAHAM ANSWERS GROUP CRITICS 

“There are more men, 40 or over, actually and relatively at 
work in industry today than at any other peacetime period 
in the history of our country,” said Wm. J. Graham, Vice 
President of the Equitable Life Assurance Society, in his 
appearance before the New York State Commission on Old 
Age Security. “These men over 40,” said Mr. Graham, “are 
receiving larger sums in wages for fewer working hours, 
with consequently more allotted leisure than at any other 
time in our industrial history. These men are also receiving 
larger benefits under Workmen’s Compensation Laws, under 
Group Life Insurance policies, in the form of life insurance 
and disability benefits indemnifying against death or loss of 
time, than ever before. More money is being paid out in 
the form of pensions to superannuated workers from industry 
than ever before. A larger number are receiving the benefits. 
The average of the benefits is larger and a greater number 
of prospective pensioners are now covered under industrial 
pension plans than ever before.” 

These statements were made with reference to the effect 
Group Life Insurance and Pension Plans are alleged to have 
on the continued employment of older men in industry. On 
this point Mr. Graham quoted the results of a questionnaire, 
he sent to Group patrons, to which there were 500 responses 
representative of 100 different industries and of all the States 
in the Union. The classification of replies showed 60%, to 
have no age deadline. 24%, while having no rigid age-hirine 
limit, stated that from their experience the nature of their 
business fixed the classification of their age workers with 
reference to ability to discharge specific jobs at ages from 
25 to 65. 8%% of the patrons had age deadlines. Of these, 
1% stated that the presence of Group Insurance caused them 
to adopt maximum age-hiring limits and other 1-1/3% said 
pension schemes as existing in their establishments were re: 
sponsible for age-hiring maximums. The combination of these 
two categories constitute only 2.3% which employ only about 
4% of the total number of employees under observation.

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PENNA. ADOPTS STANDARD DISABILITY 
December 4, 1929 
To All Life Insurance Companies Authorized to do Business 
in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
Re: Standard provisions for total and permanent disability 
benefits in connection with life policies. 

The National Convention of Insurance Commissioners in 
Toronto on September 19, 1929, adopted the joint report of 
the two Special Committees, dated April 23, 1929, on the above 
subject. 

Pennsylvania is in accord with the action taken by the 
Insurance Commissioners’ Convention, and on and after July 
1, 1930, Total and Permanent Disability Provisions in connec- 
tion with life policies will not be approved for use, or used, 
in this Commonwealth, unless they comply in substance with 
the requirements set forth in the attached exhibit.* 

At the same time, the Commissioners approved of an ade- 
quate reserve basis for Total and Permanent Disability 
Benefits, and this Department deems this to be mandatory, 
and requires the same,

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GRAHAM ANSWERS GROUP CRITICS—Continue: 


Mr. Graham pointed out that the test of the value of 
Group Insurance to men over 45 was exactly the same as the 
test of the value to the men under 45, to wit the greatest good 
for the greatest number. He maintained that Group Insurances 
providing against the financial consequences of unprovided 
death, sickness and old age are a great boon to workers at 
all ages and notably to those at older ages. 

With reference to the possibilities of industrial pensioning 
to cover old age security for the workers, Mr. Graham drew 
attention to what had been done by Group Life Insurance in 
the way of providing death and disability benefits since the 
Equitable introduced the plan and wrote the first group policy 
in 191i. In the Equitable alone Group Insurance outstanding 
averages $10, a life for every man, woman and child in the 
United States and counting the 100 or more life companies 
now writing that form of business the average is about $80 
for every person living in the United States. 

“Tt is my opinion,” said Mr. Graham, “that industrial pen- 
sions can and will be put on the same sound economic basis 
as Group Life Insurance, to wit: that of having Industry 
take care of its own by making the plan self-sustaining. This 
means contributions from the employer on the basis that the 
worker, not being outdone in generosity, puts as much more 
in the way of eliminating waste and improving production 
as is necessary to justify the outlay. Employers realize that 
the expense of a hidden pension plan—‘hidden’ in the sense 
that employers are being continued on the payrool when they 
would better be on the pension roll—is wasteful and tends 
to make the industry itself senile.”

The Aetna Life and affiliated companies recently announced 
extra dividends and increases in the regular dividend rates. 
The Aetna Life declared an extra dividend of 4% and the regular 
quarterly dividend of 3%; Aetna Casualty and Surety declared 
extra dividend of 10% and increased regular quarterly dividend 
rate from 3% to 4%; Automobile Insurance Company declared 
a 2% extra dividend and increased the regular quarterly rate 
to 2%% from 2%. * 
General Agency Appointments 
Three appointments in the general agency organization of the 
Aetna Life include: Arthur L. McKnight, general agent at St. 
Louis who is to take charge of the Aetna Life’s general agency 
in El Paso; Arthur P. Shugg, assistant general agent at Boston 
will assume leadership of the St. Louis Office; and Carleton S. 











Richardson of the Home Office Life Agency Division will take 
Mr. Shugg’s place at Boston. The appointments are officially 
effective January 1, 1930. 


Mr. McKnight, in going to El Paso, returns to the state of 
his birth. After spending a number of years as a successful 
rancher, he decided to enter the life insurance selling profession. 
His first connection was as an agent for the New York Life 
Insurance Company at Amarillo, Texas. He was later per- 
suaded to become a general agent in partnership with George 
S. Williams. Mr. McKnight first joined the Aetna in partner- 
ship with Mr. Williams ag general agent for New Mexico 
in 1909. In 1912 the firm became McKnight and Scales and 
this continued until 1914 when the Amarillo Agency was removed 
to El Paso, its present location, with Mr. McKnight as general 
agent. He conducted the El Paso agency with success and in 
1925 was given the St. Louis general agency which he has held 
until now. T. C. Holliday, who has been general agent at 
El Paso since 1925, entered his resignation as general agent in 
order to devote all of his time to personal production. Mr.

History 
“The Declaration of Incorporation and Proposed Charter of 
the Company was approved by your Department January 27, 
1928 and provided that its name should be “Law Life Insur- 
ance Company.” However, under date of October 19, 1928 
by appropriate amendment to its Charter, the name was changed 
to Builders Life Insurance Company. The Company was author- 
ized to commence business September 18, 1928 with authorized 
paid-up capital of $100,000.00 consisting of 4000 shares of par 
value $25.00 each. The shares were sold at $50.00 each, yielding 
net surplus of $60,000.00 after deduction of commission and or- 
ganization expense of 20 per cent as authorized by law. The 
Company was organized under the Legal Reserve Life Act of 
1869, which authorized it to transact the business of life insur- 
ance, on the Legal reserve plan. 


Comments on Financial Statement 
Capital Stock, $100,000.00. 

“The outstanding shares of capital stock were verified from 
the stock certificate books of the company and consisted of 
4000 shares of par value $725.00 each. 

“At a special meeting of the stockholders held October 19, 
1928, a resolution was passed amending the charter, increasing 
the authorized capital stock from $100,000.00 to $200,000.00. The 
additional $100,000.00, consisting of 4000 shares of par value $25.00 
is to be sold at $62.50 per share, which will yield a net surplus 
of $112,500.00 after deduction of 15 per cent which is to be taken 
for commissions and expense. During the course of the examina- 
tion the subscriptions to the increased capital were inspected 
and it was found that 421 shares amounting to $26,312.50 had 
been subscribed for as of August 27, 1929. Of this amount 
$24,612.50 had been paid in cash, leaving a balance due on two of 
the subscriptions of $1,700. After deduction of 15 per cent or 
$3,€91.88 commissions paid on the amount collected in cash, there 
was a balance of $20,920.62, not including $268.36 interest received 
on the deposits. The sum of these amounts $21,188.98 is deposited 
in the depository named in the subscription agreement for the 
sale of the increased capital and was verified by the usual bank 
balance letter. This deposit is in an account separate from the 
Company’s general funds. 


Disbursements 
Commissions to agents, $16,502.86 


“In September, 1928 the company entered into a contract with 
the National Builders Agency, Inc., which is under the same 
management as the Builders Life Insurance Company. The 
contract provides that the National Builders Agency, Inc., shall 
be the company’s sole and exclusive agent and manager of its 
agency forces for the purpose of soliciting applications for 
all forms of insurance issued by the Company for a period of 
25 years anf for the following commissions to be paid. 

“First year 80 per cent on all premiums equal to or less than 
the premium charged for Twenty Pay Life at the corresponding 
age, except on term insurance. On all other first year premiums 
the same amount in dollars and cents as the commission would 
be on a Twenty Pay Life premium at the corresponding age. 

“Renewals second to tenth years inclusive, 5 per cent on all 
except term insurance, and 2% per cent on all years thereafter. 

“In addition to the above commissions, the contract provides 
for a collection fee of 5 per cent on all renewal premiums. 

“It is also provided that the contract may be cancelled by the 
company in the event the agency company fails to secure the 
following amounts of new bona-fide business each year.

000 being invested in bonds; $4,100,000 in preferred stocks, and 
$9,400,000 in first mortgages on real estate.

“The present examination, being the first examination of this 
company, covers the period from the date it commenced busi- 
ness to and including August 31, 1929. All disbursements for 
the period were reviewed and satisfactory checks were made of 
premium and other income. 

IHinois Agricultural Service Company, $301.32 

On July 11, 1929 the Board of Directors adopted a managerial 
contract with the Illinois Agricultural Service Company, which 
latter company is to— 

1. Direct agencies. 

2. Direct administrative work of the home office of the com- 
pany. 

3. Have charge of credits and collections. 

4. Have charge of accounting. 

5. Have power to employ and direct accounting, actuarial and 
legal services. 

6. Have power to rent space and purchase equipment to carry 
on the business of the insurance company. 

At the end of each three months during the term of this 
agreement the Service Company is entitled as its full and only 
compensation to a sum equal to one per cent of all first year 
premiums that may be collected by the Service Company from 
policyholders during such period.

Suit for Receiver Filed 

On December 3rd Fred R. White, County Attorney of Wyandotte 
County, Kansas, flea a suit asking that a trustee be named and 
a temporary receiver appointed for this company, charging 
fraud and mismanagement against the company. The At- 
torney General of the State of Kansas appeared on behalf of 
himself, the Governor of the State and the Superintendent of 
Insurance asking that this suit be dismissed. The court did 
not enter order of dismissal and a further hearing of the suit 
was continued for 90 days. The company informs us that the 
charges of mismanagement and fraud were directed at past 
transactions which occurred before the present owners had be- 
come connected with the company. It is possible, we are in- 
formed, that actions may be instituted against the Estate of 
W. H. Gergory, organizer of the company, or the trustee for the 
“Stock With Policy Plan,” D. H. Holt, who was formerly an 
official of the company, or in connection with the reinsurance 
of the Providers Life Insurance Company several years ago, or 
against other persons relating to transactions which happened 
before present owners became connected with the company. The 
management of the company informs us that it has a capital of 
$300,000 and a surplus of approximately $275,000, both of which 
are intact; also, that the business in force amounts to approxi- 
mately $70,000,000. We are informed that Massey Wilson, Chair- 
man of the Board of the Federal Reserve, and E. W. Merritt, 
Jr., President of the company, resigned before the suit for 
receivership wag instituted. B. Frank Bushman of Bushman & 
Son, Detroit, was elected President; Herbert W. Jordan of Kansas 
City, Vice President, and these, together with John J. Egan. BE. 
R. Sloan and A. H. Sandell, were appointed directors. John J. 
Kalousek of Kansas City was elected Secretary. 

The Insurance Department of Kansas has been examining the 
company since last April but the report has not as yet been 
completed. It is claimed that during the examination it was 
discovered that $300,000 was not satisfactorily accounted for. We 
are informed, however, that this amount was disallowed as ad- 
mitted assets on certain Missouri mortgages which did not 
come up to the valuations prescribed by law and that the inter- 
ests controlling the company contributed $300,000 in cash to the 
company’s surplus. The management of the Federal Reserve Life 





claims that it is not responsible for any irregularities that 


i 
have taken place and that it is now proceeding with an ~ 
vestigation into the conduct and handling of the stock and funds 
of the corporation prior to the present management's connection 
with the company, and that actions will be commenced agaiist 


responsible parties if it is discovered that any improper or unis 
ful disposition was made of the company’s funds. 

On December 11 the Fire Insurance Company of Chicago, which 
is controlled by Massey Wilson and associates, secured a_ re- 
straining order in Federal Court preventing the operation of the 
temporary receivership allowed by Judge McCamish on Tuesday, 
December 10. James L. Beggs and J. K. Rankin of Kansas City, 
Kansas were the temporary receivers appointed, but the restrain- 
ing order by Judge J. C. Pollock reinstates the Board of Directors 
of the company which now has full control. It is understood that 
the restraining order was issued to allow the Insurance Commis 
sioner to proceed with his investigation of the company. 

Under the statutes of the State of Kansas, after an examination 
has been made by the Insurance Commissioner, under certain 
conditions the Commissioner is directed to have a hearing and 
if his findings are such that would warrant a suspension of the 
certificate of authority of a company it shall be done and he 
may then report the matters to the Attorney General. This pro- 
cedure was being followed in this case when White’s suit was 
brought asking for a receiver or trustee. The court did not 
immediately appoint a receiver but upon recommendation of 
the various parties interested appointed a Board of Directors 
to carry on the affairs of the compiny, still retaining jurisdic- 
tion. The Insurance Department of Kansas did not demand the 
resignation of the officers of the company but suggested that 
they resign. 

On Saturday, December 14, the Supreme Court of Kansas 
stopped proceedings in the Wyandotte County Court in the re- 
ceivership petition and will hear the case at as early a date as 
possible.

Governor Clyde M. Reed of Kansas, on December 14, issued the 
following statement in connection with the Federal Reserve case. 


Statement of Governor 
In the last week I have listened to representatives of practically 
all parties of interest in the Federal Reserve Life Insurance 
Company’s litigation, at Kansas City, Kans. 


Examiners Study Case 

It is an exceedingly tangled web. Undoubtedly, there have been 
serious irregularities on the part of past managements. None 
of these irregularities has been committed in the last year. 

My attention had been directed to possible irregularities in 
this company soon after I was inaugurated governor, and I con- 
ferred with Insurance Commissioner Hobbs early last Spring on 
the subject. He told me it was his intention to proceed to an 
immediate and thorough investigation. 

As a matter of history his examiners began work on this 
company April 2, this year. They disclosed a situation that re- 
quired an exhaustive examination, which was participated in by 
the insurance departments of the States of Missouri, Illinois and 
Indiana. 

Since last May insurance authorities have been in substantial 
charge and have given direction to the business of the company. 

I am gratified that the Supreme Court of Kansas granted the 
motion of the attorney general to stay all proceedings in this 
case, leaving its disposition to the insurance commissioner and 
the attorney general. 

I can assure the policyholders, who live in Kansas and else- 
where, that so far as my judgment goes, this is the best policy 
that can be pursued, and means more in the way of preserving 
the company and its assets for the benefit of the policyholders 
first, and the stockholders next. 


Civil Suits Possible 

Some of the irregularities disclosed are serious and undoubtedly 
will result in civil suits to recover sums misappropriated, and 
will involve some criminal prosecutions. Some of them may affect 
former insurance department officials of this State. 

The investigations of this year have disclosed that there have 
been some freebooters operating in the insurance business in 
this section, and I regret to say that some of them have been 
found to have operated in Kansas. 
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I shall give the insurance commissioner and attorney general 
my full support in their policy of eliminating this class of men 
from the insurance business of this State.

ILLINOIS BANKERS LIFE ASSOCIATION, 
MONMOUTH, ILL. 
Insurance Departments Approval of Reinsurance 

The following statement was issued by the Illinois Insurance 
Department under date of November 21, 1929. 

In the issue of the Journal of Commerce under date November 
21, 1929, our attention has been directed to an alleged statement 
by Hon. Charles D. Livingston, Insurance Commissioner of Michi- 
gan. 

There is no disposition on the part of the Illinois Insurance 
Department to enter into controversies with the supervising of- 
ficials of other states, and this is especially true in connection 
with Commissioner Livingston whom the Illinois Department 
regards with the highest respect both personally and officially. 
However, the Illinois Department does feel that there are some cir- 
cumstances in connection with the recent reinsurance contract 
between the Illinois Bankers Life Association, an assessment 
company, and the Illinois Bankers Life Assurance Company, 
which perhaps were not considered in the matter of this pro- 
test by the Michigan Department. 


The Illinois Bankers Life Association was organized under the 
assessment law of Illinois. A recent examination of the assess- 
ment company disclosed that a large portion of its membership 
was upon an inadequate basis. No Insurance Commissioner can 
view such a situation except with uneasiness as to the ultimate 
outcome brought about by such a condition. Again, the recent 
examination disclosed that the assessment company was writing 


business on a non-medical basis, which under the opinion of* 


the Illinois Department was contrary to law. Unfortunately the 
older membership being upon an inadequate basis and a large 
volume of the new business being upon a non-medical basis, 
created a serious situation with the assessment company and 
with this Department. The Illinois Department might have 
compelled the cancellation of all policy contracts written on a 
non-medical basis, but in doing so it would have taken from 
the membership a large volume of the new members who were 
supporting the assessment company. 


The organizers of the legal reserve stock company submitted 
to the Illinois Department a proposed reinsurance contract which 
at one time had been approved by the Illinois Department. The 
present administration insisted upon important changes from 
the previous reinsurance contract, looking to the protection of 
all the policyholders of this assessment company. When these 
changes were made in the contract the statute required that 
tentative, but not final, approval be given in order that the 
proposed contract should be submitted to the policyholders or 
membership of the assessment company. It was so submitted 
to all of the membership and policyholders of the assessment 
company for a period of thirty days. At the expiration of the 
statutory notice of thirty days, the policyholders and member- 
ship were represented at the meeting called for the purpose of 
eonsidering the reinsurance contract, and at that meeting there 
was represented 25,448 votes, and only 90 of this number voted 
in the negative or in opposition to the proposed reinsurance 
contract. 


The Ilinois Department acted upon the theory that, first, it 
should safeguard the policyholders as far as possible, and second, 
that the company actually belonged to its policyholders and 
membership, and the overwhelming approval of this reinsurance 
contract by the membership as indicated by the above vote, 
emphasized the desire of the policyholders and membership to be 





transferred from the assessment plan to the legal reserve stock 
plan, and with this record before me, I felt it my duty to cp- 
prove this reinsurance contract, and this was done, and for the 
added reason that both the assessment company and the stock 
company were Illinois organizations.

Asked about current tendencies in life insurance, President 
Walton L. Crocker of the John Hancock Mutual, stated that no 
evidence had developed in the life insurance business indicating 
general business recession. 

The Company had an excellent experience during the first 
eleven months of 1929, showing a substantial increase in new 
business over the corresponding period of 1928. The volume of 
new business placed up to November 30 exceeded $568,000,000 and 
and this ratio promised to be maintained for the balance of 
the year. Other conditions were generally normal, although 
November witnessed a lively demand for policy loans, which is 
easing off. 

There is a steady, continuing market for real esate loans. 
Of total new loans made by the John Hancock Company in 1929, 
$24,948,537 was loaned on city property and $13,271,260 on farm 
property. Other securities purchased, such as governments, pub- 
lic utilities, railroad bonds, etc., amount to $19,000,500. 

During this eleven months’ period, said President Crocker, this 
company has paid to policyholders and beneficiaries, $60,000,000; 
of this $32,000,000 was paid to living policyholders and $28,000,000 
to beneficiaries. Included in these totals were dividend payments 
amounting to approximately $16,000,000. 

It is particularly interesting to know that $2,600,000 was paid 
to 7,700 beneficiaries by this company on the lives of policyholders 
who died in the first year of their insurance. 


Another interesting factor was that during the first eleven 
months of the year the John Hancock Company considered 
17,000 applications for $30,000,000 insurance on the lives of per- 
sons who were found not insurable.

Aviation Case Argued 

The Metropolitan Life’s “aviation case’ was argued in the New 
York Court of Appeals Thursday, December 5th. In June, 1927 
and in February, 1928 the Metropolitan Life submitted to the 
Superintendent of Insurance of New York for approval a form 
of rider clause for use in connection with its life insurance con- 
tracts. This rider was entitled “Special Provision as to Aero- 
nautics” and provided: 

“Death as a result of service, travel or flight in any species 
of air craft, except as a fare-paying passenger, is a risk not 
assumed under this policy; but, if the insured shall die as a 
result, directly or indirectly, of such service, travel or flight, 
the company will pay to the beneficiary the reserve on this 
policy.” (fol. 56). 
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The purpose of this rider is to make available to aviators life 
insurance protection covering death from all causes except avia- 
tion. No decision in the case had been rendered when this 
form went to press.

New York Department Disapproves Disability 

In a letter dated November 29, the Hon. Albert Conway, 
Superintendent of Insurance of New York, disapproved the dis- 
ability form submitted to him by the Mutual Benefit Life with 
the opinion that the company’s interpretation of what constitutes 
disability does not exclude cases which do not come under the 
definition arrived at by the National Convention of Insurance 
Commissioners. The Superintendent holds that the Mutual Bene- 


fit’s proposed supplemental forms would not conform to the 
requirements of the law and that the company would be in 
effect engaging in an accident and health business. The Superin- 
tendent’s letter to the Mutual Benefit is reproduced herewith.

Dear Sir:— 

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your favor of the 7th refer- 
ring to your supplemental disability forms S-11 and 8-12. After 
careful consideration of these forms I have decided to disapprove 
them. 

Section 107, subdivision k-2, provides: 

“Nothing in this section shall apply to or in any way affect 
contracts supplemental to contracts of life or endowment insur- 
ance where such supplemental contracts contain no provisions 
except such as operate to safeguard such insurance against 
lapse or to provide a special surrender value therefor in the 
event that the insured shall be totally and permanently dis- 
abled by reason of accidental bodily injury or by sickness; pro- 
vided that no such supplemental contract shall be issued or de- 
livered to any person in this state unless and until a copy of 
the form thereof has been submitted to and approved by the 
superintendent of insurance, under such reasonable rules and 
regulations as he shall make concerning the provisions in such 
contracts and their submission to and approval by him.” 

Under this section this department has held 
First, that total disability is incapacity (resulting from bodily 
injury or disease) to engage in any occupation for remu- 
neration or profit. 

Second, that total disability which has been continuous for a 
period specified in the provision (not less than four 
months nor more than one year) shall be presumed 
permanent. 

Your proposed disability forms provide in part: 
“For the purposes of this insurance total disability is in- 
capacity (resulting from bodily injury or disease) to engage in 
any occupation for remuneration or profit. Such disability 
shall be presumed to be permanent when it has been con- 
tinuous for a period of four months.” 
Further, they provide: 
“As proof of disability, it must be established that by reason of 
bodily injury or disease, the average monthly earned income 
of the Insured for a period of four months has not exceeded 
one-fourth of his former earned income (averaged monthly 
for the twelve months immediately preceding such four 
months).” 


It is my opinion that these two paragraphs are inconsistent 
and that the latter is an attempt to broaden the definition set 
forth in the former. A definition, properly, should include and 
exclude everything except that which is defined. While un- 
doubtedly your modification includes all permanent and _ total 
disability cases, it does not exclude cases which do not come 
under the definition arrived at by this department and various 
departments of the country. 

The National Convention of Insurance Commissioners at To- 
ronto in September last, at which forty-six state departments 
were represented, adopted a definition of permanent and total 
disability which represents the best opinion of the insurance 
world. The adoption of this definition was as a result of a re- 
port by department and company actuaries who had spent a great 
many months in an attempt to work out a proper solution of the 
question. I attach hereto and make that report a part of this 
letter. At that Convention you presented for consideration pro- 
visions similar to those now contained in the forms submitted 
to me for approval. Your arguments you submitted orally and 
in writing. After a full consideration of the merits of your 
proposals the Convention rejected them. I attach hereto and 
make a part hereof, the galleys of the minutes of the National 
Convention relating thereto. 

I believe that the definition arrived at, as outlined in’ the de- 
partment’s ruling of September 25th, 1929, is the proper one. I 
attach hereto and make a part hereof a copy of that ruling.

or disease occurring after the issuance of said Policy and this 
Agreement, so as to be prevented thereby from engaging in any 
occupation for remuneration or profit, and that such disability 
has already continued without interruption for a period of at 
least four months, (such disability of such duration being deemed 
to be permanent only for the purpose of determining the com- 
mencement of liability hereunder), the Company on acceptance

request, but not oftener than once a year, furnish satisfactory 
proof thereof. If the Insured, or person acting in his behalf, at 
any time after such waiver shall, upon written request mailed 
by the Company to his or their last-known address, fail to furn- 
jsh satisfactory proof of the continuance of such disability, or 
if it shall appear to the Company that Insured has so far re- 
covered as to be able to engage in any occupation for remunera-

Except as otherwise herein provided this Agreement 
shall also terminate upon failure to pay, on the due date or 
within the days of grace provided by the Policy, any premium 
required under the Policy or the extra premium required by 
this Agreement; provided, however, that if the Policy be then in 
full force this Agreement may be reinstated upon satisfactory 
evidence of the insurability of the Insured and payment of all 
premium arrears with interest at the rate of five percentum 
per annum. 

10. This Agreement shall not participate in the surplus of 
the Company and all premiums paid hereon shall remain the 
property of the Company in event of the termination hereof in 
any way. ;

Re Mississippi Valley Deal 

As announced in previous issues of this publication, the Peoples 
Life Insurance Company became financially involved through the 
failure of the City State Bank of Chicago. The Life Company had 
made a loan of $900,000 on the stock of the City State Bank and 
had also invested $485,000 in the stock of the City State Bank 
Building Corporation. As yet it is not known to what extent the 
Life Company will be affected by the failure of the bank but it is 
expected that an examination which is now under way of the Life 
Company, will be completed shortly. Reinsurance of the Peoples 
Life business was arranged through a deal whereby the North 
American Company of St. Louis, a holding company, was to acquire 
98% of the capital stock of the Peoples Life, the Peoples business 
later being reinsured by the Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Com- 
pany of St. Louis, which is also controlled by the North American 
Company. The capital stock of the holding company consists of 
$1,475,000 of preferred stock, (this figure was approved by com- 
pany) which is non-voting unless two dividend dates have passed; 
is cumulative and provides for 8% dividends. The remainder 
of the stock is common stock and amounts to $25,000, having a 
par value of $1 per share. This common stock is voting and has 
been fully sold. The preferred stock is not offered for sale to 
the public generally but is given in exchange for stock in some 
company which the North American desires to control. We were 
informed that the organizers of the holding company included 
George D. de Buchananne (brother of James D. de Buchananne), 
Jacob Babler, who was connected with Massey Wilson and the In- 
ternational Life; and E. W. Merritt, Jr. According to our informa- 
tion, Merritt and Babler sold their stock in this company to the 
de Buchananne interests. Later on the control was apparently 
sold to J. N. Mitchell, who according to our latest advices is 
President and Director of the Mississippi Valley Life and Presi- 
dent of the North American Company, and John B. Smith, Vice 
President, Secretary and Director of the Mississippi Valley Life 
and Vice President and Secretary of the North American Company. 

When the North American Company was negotiating for control 
of the Peoples Life the old officers were replaced by the following: 
James D. de Buchananne, President; John V. Sees, Vice President 
and General Counsel; Paul L. Temple, Secretary-Treasurer. The 
above officers, together with the following, comprised a new Board 
of Directors: J. T. Kiggins, Attorney, Chicago; Purvis F. Tabor, 
Grain Broker, Sullivan, Ill.; A. R. Miller, Attorney, East St. 
Louis, Ill.: G. G. Kiggins, Chicago; Geo. R. Tabor, Chicago; W. F. 
Temple, Elgin, Ill. 

Charles J. Stromberg, a stockholder and policyholder of the 
Peoples Life, petitioned for a receivership of the company. His 
suit is published in full hereafter. Action on Stromberg’s petition 
was postponed on December 10th for one week in order to give 
counsel for the defendant and others named in the petition time to 
file answers. General denials of the charges contained in Strom- 
berg’s suit were made by the defendants in their answer which 
was made in behalf of the North American Company of St. Louis, 
J. N. Mitchell, John B. Smith, Mississippi Valley Life, Geo. D. 
de Buchananne, H. O. Janes, O. A. Runkle and Geo. C. Hargrave. 
James D. de Buchananne, Paul L. Temple and others were not 
mentioned in the answer. In their answer the defendants in 
general deny all fraud and all manner of unlawful combination, 
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conspiracy, etc. as charged against them in Stromberg’s bill of 
complaint. The defendants also state that the reserves of the 
Peoples Life are impaired to the extent of approximately $900,000 
instead of the $400,000 impairment charged by Stromberg. After 
reviewing the answer filed by the defendants, Judge Wm. J. 
Lindsay of Superior Court, on December 20, appointed Irwin A. 
Meyers, of the law firm of Eckern & Meyers, as receiver. The 
receivership authorizes reinsurance negotiations for the business 
of the Peoples Life. Judge Lindsay’s decision was given immedi- 
ately after an affidavit made by George L. Lutterloh, formerly 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Peoples Life, showed that James D. de 
Buchananne, John V. Sees and Paul L. Temple received a sum 
of $1,750 as salaries from November 30 to December 13. 

In March, 1929 John N. Mitchell, President of the Mississippi 
Valley Life informed us that James D. de Buchananne and Paul 
L. Temple had severed all relations with the Mississippi Valley 
Life Insurance Company and the North American Company. The 
present arrangement appears to indicate that a relationship still 
exists. 

Such information as we have regarding the part and present 
connections of the defendants in Stromberg’s suit is given here: 
James D. de Buchananne was employed by the International 
Life of St. Louis as agent and also in the Home Office as 
clerk; President of Valley Park Bank, Valley Park, Mo.; Mis- 
souri Plate Glass Company, Valley Park, Mo.; President, Bank 
of Herculaneum, Herculaneum, Mo.; Incorporator of Globe 
Brokerage Company, St. Louis, Mo.; Secretary, Maryland Hotel 
Company. We understand that he has been associated with J. L. 
Babler since latter retired from International Life; was President 
of Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company; President of North 
American Company, holding company for the Mississippi Valley 
Life. Vice President, Republic Casualty Underwriters; Vice Presi- 
dent-Treasurer, Illinois Indemnity Company; Secretary of Inter- 
national Holding Company ; President of Republic Casualty & Surety 
Company of St. Louis; President of Providers Life Assurance 
Company, which was reinsured in the Federal Reserve Life. 

George D. de Buchananne is now Treasurer and Agency Manager 
of the Mississippi Valley Life and a director of that company ; con- 
nected with Kaskaskia Life Insurance Company before it was 
reorganized as the Mississippi Valley Life; was Vice President of 
the Providers Life Assurance Company, reinsured in the Federal 
Reserve Life; is brother of James D. de Buchananne. 

George C. Hargrave, Assistant Secretary and Director of the 
Mississippi Valley Life and has been associated with James D. de 
Buchananne; was Secretary of the Providers Life Assurance 
Company. 

M. M. Hines, Vice President of the Mississippi Valley Life in 
1928; Cashier, Farmers State Bank, Stonington, Ill.; Treasurer of 
Republic Casualty Underwriters, Springfield, Ill, 

H. O. Janes, connected with the Kaskaskia Life Insurance Com- 
pany from organization; is Assistant Secretary and Director of 
the Mississippi Valley Life. 

J. N. Mitchell, President and Director of the Mississippi Valley 
Life Insurance Company and President of the North American 
Company. It is stated that he purchased part of the Temple and 
de Buchananne interests in the North American Company when 
they apparently severed their connections with that company; was 
Vice President and Secretary of the Reserve Life & Accident In- 
surance Company of Arkansas City, Kan., which was placed in 
receivership a few years ago. 

A. O. Runkel, was Agency Director and one of the incorporators 
of the Kaskaskia Life Insurance Company, Shelbyville, Ill., now 
the Mississippi Valley Life; is Vice President and Actuary of the 
latter company and assistant secretary of the North American 
Company. 

John V. Sees is an Attorney and Director of the Mississippi 
Valley Life’; was Director in Republic Casualty & Surety Company 
of St. Louis and Attorney for the Farmers National Life. 

John B. Smith, Vice President-Secretary & Director of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Life Insurance Company and, according to our ad- 
vices, Vice President & Secretary of the North American Com- 
‘pany. It is stated that he also acquired part of de Buchananne’s 
and Temple's interests in the North American Company when they 
apparently severed their connections with that company; is a 
former Deputy Insurance Commissioner of the State of Kansas. 

Paul L. Temple was Secretary of the Republic Casualty & Surety 
Company of St. Louis, which company was previously known as 
the Republic Casualty Underwriters of Springfield, Ill.; was Vice

President and Secretary of the North American Company and \ ice 
President, Secretary and Director of the Mississippi Valley Lire; 
Illinois. He was, for a short period, an examiner for the Illinois 
Department.

FIRST: That he is a citizen and resident of the City of Chicago, 
County of Cook and State of Illinois; that he holds a policy of 
insurance, upon his lite for the sum of $5,000 issued by The 
Peoples Life Insurance Company ; that he is now, and for upwards 
of over one year last past, has been a stockholder of The Peoples 
Life Insurance Company; that he owns and holds one hundred 
twenty-five (125) shares of the Common capital stock of the said 
Company; that he brings this suit for himself, and for and on 
behalf of all other persons who are stockholders of said Company, 
and for and on behalf of all persons who hold policies of insurance 
upon their lives issued by the said Company who may desire to 
enter this suit and pay their proportionate share of the cost 
thereof, and the complainant likewise brings this suit for and on 
behalf of the said The Peoples Life Insurance Company. 

SECOND: That on October 8, 1908, the said The Peoples Life 
Insurance Company was created a corporation under the laws of 
the State of Illinois; that it is authorized to engage in the business 
of issuing life insurance policies to such persons who have, or 
hereafter may, procure from it life insurance policies upon their 
lives ; that in some of such policies are provisions for the payment 
of money for physical disability, either temporary or permanent, 
occasioned by accidental means, and in others of the policies of 
the Company are provisions for the payment of double indemnity in 
the instance of the death of policyholders by accidental means ; that 
the said Company commenced doing business on October 21, 1908, 
with an authorized capital of $150,000, $100,000 of which was paid 
in; that in the year 1914 its charter was amended whereby the 
Company was authorized to increase its capital to $500,000; that in 
the year of 1923 the capital actually paid in amounted to the sum 
of $200,000, at which amount it now remains; that it is licensed to 
conduct its business in the State of Illinois, Indiana and Missouri, 
and that its principal office and place of business is in the said 
City of Chicago in the County of Cook and State of Illinois.

year was the sum of 482,240.00; that in said year the income of 
the Company exceeded its disbursements. by the sum of $973,103.00; 
that in said year life insurance policies were sold by the Company 
te an amount in slight excess of the sum of $5,000,000.00; that the 
Company has always paid just claims upon its policies promptly ; 
that at the close of the business year of 1928, its liabilities, exclu- 
sive of its capital stock liability, amounted to the sum of $1,552,-

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said Company, entered into negotiations with other life insurance 
companies licensed to conduct such a business in the State of Ihli- 
nois, to the end that said policies of life insurance, to the said 
number of approximately 25,000 might be reinsured and the cer- 
tainty of the payment thereof when they matured, or the liability 
thereon of the said Company became fixed, could be assured to

Glover, Morrison H. Castle, George A. Lutterloh. John A. Leitch, 
Frank B. Robinson, W. A. Jenkins, Max Gradous, T. J. Collins, 
Edward J. Cotter and Seymour Stedman were all of the Directors 
of the Company; that the said Seymour Stedman was Chairman 
of the Board of Directors and President of the Company, and the 
said Lyman A. Glover was its Secretary and Treasurer, and its 
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Actuary, that the said persons, and each of them, and the said 
The Peoples Life Insurance Company, are now hereby made de- 
fendants to this suit. 

“SIXTH: That on or about the tenth day of November, 1929, 
J. D. de Buchananne, George R. Tabor, G. G. Kiggins, John V. 
Sees, W. F. Temple, A. R. Miller, T. J. Kiggins, Purvis F. Tabor, 
Paul L. Temple, J. N. Mitchell, John B. Smith, George D. de 


Buchananne, H. O. James, A. O. Runkle and George C. Hargrave, 
each of whom are now hereby made defendants to this suit, know- 
ingly, wilfully, maliciously, fraudulently and feloniously conspired,

EIGHTH: And the complainant avers, that the said Mississippi 
Valley Life Insurance Company came into existence in the follow- 
ing manner; that prior to July 24, 1924, the Kaskaskia Live Stock 
Insurance Company was organized under the laws of the State of 
Illinois to engage in the business of insuring owners of livé stock 
from loss occasioned by either natural or accidental death of cat- 
tle, hogs and sheep; that on or about said July 24, 1924, the 
charter of said Company was altered and changed to authorize 
the transaction of a life insurance business and thereupon the 
name of the organization became Kaskaskia Life Insurance Com- 
pany; that on January 28, 1925, the Kaskaskia Life Insurance 
Company began business as a life insurance company; that on or 
about August 27, 1927, the Company took over the Western Life 
Insurance Company of Chicago which was then and there a de- 
funct life insurance company conducted upon the assessment plan, 
which said Company was made up of upwards of twenty defunct 
Fraternal Benefit Associations: that on or about the said August 
27, 1927, the name of the Kaskaskia Life Insurance Company was 
changed to the Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company; that 
it has an authorized capital of $100,000.00, all of which was paid 
in cash by the sale of each share of stock the par of which is 
$25.00 for the sum of $50.00; that thereby the said Company 
created and had a surplus in the sum of $100,000.00 at the com- 
mencement of its business, but the surplus of said Company is now 
only $40,000.00; that in the year of 1928 there was contributed 
to surplus the sum of $48,000.00, otherwise there would have been 
an impairment thereof at the close of business for the year of 
1928; that on or about March 2, 1928, this Company secured con- 
trol of the Two Republics Life of El Paso, Texas, and reinsured 
the latter’s business in the sum of $10,160,386.00, and thereby ob- 
tained the assets of the latter which appear to have been ap-

received the sum of $304,506.00 from renewal of premiums and 
wrote in new business during the year of 1928 an amount sufficient 
only to obtain in new premiums the sum of $91,102.00; that it is 
pretended by the officers and directors of the said Company that 
it owned at the close of business for the year 1928, real estate 
of the value of $745,684.00, but whether or not the said Company 
owns real estate of that value; the complainant has no knowl- 
edge and, therefore, prays for discovery and disclosure relative 
thereto; that the number of claims against it arising upon policies 
issued by it or reinsured with it are high; that, in consequence, 
the complainant avers, that the said Company and its now officers 
and directors do not fairly deal with its policyholders and their 
beneficiaries ; that the said Company is not now possessed of the 
assets it is stated by its officers and directors it did possess at 
the close of business for the year of 1928, and the complainant is 
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informed and verily believes, and, upon such information and be- 
lief, charges the fact to be, that the said Mississippi Valley Life 
Insurance Company was on the said November 18, 1929, insolvent 
and was not then and there able securely to reinsure the policy- 
holders of any life insurance company, as the said persons named 
in the paragraph hereof marked “Sixth”, and each of them, then 
and there well knew. 

NINTH: And the complainant further avers, that ninety-four 
per centum of the capital stock of the said Mississippi Valley 
Life Insurance Company is owned by the said North American 
Company of St. Louis; that the latter Company was organized 
under the laws of the State of Delaware in 1924; that the said 
North American Company of St. Louis is now hereby made a de- 
fendant to this suit; that the said J. D. de Buchananne and 
Paul L. Temple were the organizers thereof; that its capital 
consists of $1,475,000.00 of Preferred stock and $25,000.00 of Com- 
mon stock of the par value of $100.00; that said Preferred stock 
is not voting unless two dividend dates have passed and provides 
for 8% dividends; that the said J. D. de Buchananne and the 
said Paul L. Temple sold said $25,000.00 of Common stock to the 
said J. N. Mitchell and John B. Smith, as aforesaid, and these 
two last named persons, who are the actual managing and direct- 
ing heads of the business pretended to be conducted by the said 
Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company, are the actual owners 
of the said North American Company of St. Louis; that the lat- 
ter Company has no other office than that personally occupied by 
the said George D. de Buchananne in the general home offices of 
the said Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company, and that in 
violation of the laws of the State of Illinois the said home offices 
of the said Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company are in St. 
Louis in the State of Missouri. 

TENTH: That in furtherance of said unlawful and malicious 
conspiracy, confederation and agreement, on or about the said 
November 18, 1929, the complainant is informed and verily be- 
lieves, and upon such information and belief, charges the fact 
to be, that the said Mitchell, Hargrave, J. D. de Buchananne, 
John V. Sees and Paul L. Temple, came to the home offices of 
the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, in said 
Chicago, Illinois; that thereupon they stated to the said defend- 
ants, Stedman, Castle and Robinson, then and there trustees of 
the said Co-operative Society of America, that they knew that 
the Peoples Life Insurance Company was in financial difficulty, 
that its reserves had been materially depleted because of the fail- 
ure of the City State Bank of Chicago, that they would be and 
were willing to assist in a solution of the problem then confront- 
ing them (the said Stedman, Castle and Robinson), that they 
were authorized to speak for the North American Company of St. 
Louis which held all of the stock of the Mississippi Valley Life 
Insurance Company, and that they proposed to offer a reinsurance 
contract with the latter Company, which Company was financially 
sound and amply able to reinsure the policies of The Peoples Life 
Insurance Company, without loss to them and without an increase 
in the rate of the present policies due to liens which might be ex- 
pected to be put upon them, and that the proposal contemplated 
that no liens would be put upon the policies issued by the said 
The Peoples Life Insurance Company, but that its impaired re- 
serves could be recovered out of the profits of the business, and 
that they were in a position to, and that they would see to it, 
immediately the contract was executed, to put into the treasury 
sufficient cash, or its equivalent, to replace the impaired reserves 
to the said amount of $400,000.00; that the said Mitchell, Har- 
grave, J. B. de Buchananne, Paul L. Temple and Sees, in further- 
ance of said unlawful and malicious conspiracy, confederation and 
agreement, further stated that they were familiar with the negoti- 
ations that had been carried on with certain other life insurance 
companies and their representatives, that those negotiations were 
and would be futile because the’ Insurance Department (of Illinois) 
would not approve any contract of reinsurance unless it was 
made with the said Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company, 
that their proposal was precisely as fair as the other proposals 
that had been made, and that the policy of wisdom would be to 
accept their proposal, since, if they (the said Stedman, Castle and 
Robinson) did not accept it, a receiver would be appointed of the 
latter’s Company and its affairs wound up and liquidated; that 
they knew a citation had been issued by the State Insurance 
Department to show cause why the license to do business in 
Illinois granted to The Peoples Life Insurance Company should 





not be revoked (which said citation was to be answered on Thes- 
day, November 19, 1929) and that they controlled the situation 
relative thereto, and could have the citation withdrawn; that the 
said Mitchell, Hargrave, J. D. de Buchananne, Paul L. Temple and 
Sees, in furtherance of said unlawful and malicious conspiracy, 
confederation and agreement, then and there also said to the said 
Stedman, Castle and Robinson, that the entire transaction could 
be accomplished, so far as the latter were concerned, by deliver- 
ing the shares of stock of The Peoples Life Insurance Company 
held by them as trustees of the said Cooperative Society of Amer 
ica (which was an unqualified majority of all of the stock issued 
by the Company), and thereupon all the Directors of their Com 
pany could resign and their successors elected in their places and 
stead, whereupon the new Directors could and would call a special 
meeting of the stockholders of the Company and thereat approve 
the poposed contract of reinsurance with The Peoples Life Insur 
ance Company; that the complainant is informed, and verily be 
lieves, and upon such information and belief, avers the fact to be, 
that the said Stedman, Castle and Robinson, took counsel with 
the other members of the Board of Directors of their Company 
regarding the proposal; that while said conference was being 
held, the said Sees, in furtherance of said unlawful and mali 
cious conspiracy, confederation and agreement, stated that Paul 
L. Temple was a nephew of George Haskinson and it would be 
useless and senseless to refuse to accept the said proposal; (that 
the said George Haskinson is now, and for upwards of three 
years last past has been, the Superintendent of Insurance of the 
State of Illinois); that the said Directors then and there well 
knew that if such a receiver was appointed of the said defendant. 
The Peoples Life Insurance Company, its entire estate would in 
all probability be sacrificed, and the beneficiaries of its policy 
holders deprived of the estates created for them and each of 
them by the vast number of its policyholders; that, thereupon, the 
said Stedman, Castle and Robinson, and the remainder of the 
said Board of Directors of their Company, then and there well 
knowing of such relationship between the said Paul L. Temple 
and the said Haskinson, and then and there being fearful that a 
receiver would be appointed and the aforesaid dire consequences 
which would arise therefrom, and then and there relying upon 
the promise made by the said Mitchell, Hargrave, J. D. de Bucha 
nanne, Paul L. Temple and Sees, that no liens would be put upon 
the policies issued by The Peoples Life Insurance Company to 
overcome the impairment in its reserves, and then and there like- 
wise relying upon the promise made by the said Mitchell, Har- 
grave, J. D. de Buchananne, Pau? L. Temple and Sees, that a 
sufficient sum in cash or its equivalent would immediately be put 
into the treasury of The Peoples Life Insurance Company to 
restore the impairment of its reserves, and then and there rely 
ing upon their statement that said citation would be taken care 
of by them, (the said conspirators) and, then and there believing 
that the said Mitchell, Hargrave, J. D. de Buchananne, Paul L. 
Temple and Sees were men of honor and had made said proposal 
in good faith and then and there actually intended to perform 
said proposal in its letter and spirit, then and there made, executed 
and delivered the following:

ance with the tentative agreement now existing with the De- 
partment.

Reinsurance Contract 

IT IS MUTUALLY AGREED AND UNDERSTOOD by and be 
tween MISSISSIPPI VALLEY LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY, a 
corporation organized under the law of the State of Illinois, herein 
after called “MISSISSIPPI VALLEY,” and the PEOPLES LIFE 
INSURANCE COMPANY, a corporation organized under the laws 
of the State of Illinois, hereinafter called the “PEOPLES,” in 
consideration of the mutual execution of this agreement and of 
the grants and convenants herein provided for as follows, to wit: 

Article 1 

See. (1). PEOPLES does hereby grant, bargain, sell, convey, as 
sign and transfer unto the said MISSISSIPPI VALLEY all of its 
insurance business together with the right to collect and receive 
from the policyholders of the PEOPLES all premiums, notes, loans, 
interest, etc., which may now or hereafter be or become due by 
virtue of any contract of insurance entered into by said PEOPLES 
or any contract of insurance assumed or reinsured by said PEO 
PLES, together with all its assets of every kind and character, 
real, personal or mixed, and wheresoever situated, and by whom 
soever held and said PEOPLES -does hereby agree that all of 
said assets, together with all appurtenances thereunto belonging, 
shall from the effective date of this contract be held of, possessed 
and controlled by the said MISSISSIPPI VALLEY, its successors 
and assigns forever as fully and completely as said PEOPLES 
does or can now hold, own, use, possess, enjoy, or control the 
same, said PEOPLES covenanting that it has good title thereto 
and the right to convey the same, and said PEOPLES further 
agrees to execute and deliver to said MISSISSIPPI VALLEY al! 
instruments of transfer or assignment or other documents proper 
or necessary to carry out the purposes of this agreement. 

See. (2). PEOPLES further agree that immediately upon con 
summation and approval of this agreement as herein provided, it 
will surrender its present offices to the MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 
and deliver to the MISSISSIPPI VALLEY all books, documents, 
papers, correspondence, records and instruments thereunto relat 
ing to, or in any wise appertaining to the insurance business of 
the PEOPLES or to the property or securities of the same as is 
hereby conveyed, and said books, documents, papers, correspon 
dence, records and instruments when so delivered shall become 
the property of MISSISSIPPI VALLEY. 

Sec. (3). PEOPLES further agree, that upon the reinsurance 
herein provided becoming effective, it will immediately cease and 
continuously refrain from engaging in the life insurance business 
in any manner, it being understood that its corporate existence is 
to be discontinued and the charter surrendered in accordance with 
the statutes of the state of Illinois. 


Article 2 

Sec. (1). In consideration of the grant, conveyance and transfers 
above set forth, MISSISSIPPI VALLEY does hereby : 

Sec. (2). Assume and reinsure, subject to their terms, conditions 
and provisions, all of the outstanding lite insurance policies and 
or annuity contracts of the PEOPLES as heretofore written or as- 
sumed by said PEOPLES and in force according to their terms 
and the books and records of PEOPLES, on the effective date of 
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this contract, subject to the exemptions, modifications and limita- 
tions as hereinafter provided, and agrees to carry out and perform 
all the obligations of the PEOPLES as contained in said policies 
and or any agreements covering their assumption by the PEOPLES 
according to the true intent and tenor thereof, subject, however, 
to the same rights of defense as have been, or can be possessed 
by the PEOPLES. 

“Sec. (3). Agree to reinstate and restore any policies issued or 
assumed by the PEOPLES, which at this date or hereafter, are by 
their terms entitled to reinstatement and restoration, provided and 
on cordition that all requirements necessary to procure a rein- 
statement and restoration of said policy are fulfilled to the satis- 
faction of said MISSISSIPPI VALLEY, subject to any liens ex- 
isting against any such policies and to a reservation of any rights 
to exercise any and all rights and privileges as are given by said 
contracts to the insurer. 

Sec, (4). Assume any and all other legal contractual obligations 
of said PEOPLES ordinarily arising in the ordinary course of ad- 
ministration of a life insurance business according to the true 
ntent and tenor hereof, excepting from this assumption the 
PEOPLES contracts with its agents regardless of classification or 
supervisors, which contracts are, or may be, subject to can- 
cellation by their terms. It being specifically understood that 
such agents and or supervisors contracts as are not subject to 
eancellation are hereby assumed. 

Sec. (5). Assume any and all contractual obligations of said 
PEOPLES to pay its agents first year commissions and bonus and 
renewal commission on business written prior to the effective date 
hereof according to the terms, conditions and limitations of said 
contracts, is 

Sec. (6). It is specifically understood, however, that the MIS- 
SISSIPPI VALLEY does not assume any liability for tort or dam- 
ages not arising out of a life insurance contract. 


Article 3 
Sec. (1). MISSISSIPPI VALLEY agrees that the business hereby 
reinsured shall be carried on and administered by it in good faith, 
and that the assets received from the PEOPLES hereunder shall 
not be sold or otherwise disposed of except after consultation with 
and approval of the Department of Trade and Commerce of the 
state of Iinois. 


Article 4 

Sec. (1). It is recognized by this agreement that the liabilities 
hereunder assumed by said MISSISSIPPI VALLEY exceed the 
assets conveyed, so that the accounting to be made as hereafter 
provided will necessarily commence with a deficit, therefore the 
reserve value of the policies hereunder reinsured as well as the 
amount of all liabilities shall be determined, and all of the assets 
of PEOPLES, shall be appraised, at a fair tentative value, by 
the officers of PEOPLES and MISSISSIPPI VALLEY, for the 
purpose of determining the amount of the lien hereinafter referred 
to, and the amount of said assets so determined shall be applied 
as far as possible to the reserve liability and other liabilities 
proportionately, and any deficiency in reserves -remaining shall be 
charged as a lien against such policies and shall remain a lien 
until removed as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. (2). A lien shall be charged against the policies, or con- 
tracts of insurance hereunder reinsured, by MISSISSIPPI VAL- 
LEY, in an amount sufficient to equal the deficiency in reserve 
liability. The amount of said liens to be charged against in- 
dividual policies of PEOPLES, shall be their respective shares of 
the total liabilities assumed by MISSISSIPPI VALLEY hereunder, 
and shall be determined on a basis of their respective mean re- 
Serves, as of December 31st, 1929. Such liens shall bear interest 
annually at the rate of five (5%) per cent per annum, and shall 
be insured in the MISSISSIPPI VALLEY without medical examina- 
tion or other evidence of insurability of the policyholder, at the 
attained age, at one year term rates (American Experience 314%) 
Plus a loading of seven and one-half (744%) per cent. 

Sec. (3). Insurance shall not be carried on any liens other 
than those created by this contract of reinsurance: only liens 
expressly created here, shall be liquidated as herein provided. 
Premium notes, existing policy loans and liens heretofore created, 
and net due and deferred premiums shall be received on account 
of the reserve liability under the individual policies to the extent 
of their reserve value at the end of the current policy year. “Re- 
Serve value” as referred to above shall be defined to be the reserve 
on the policy, computed in accordance with its provisions, less 
the amount of lien created under this reinsurance contract. 





See. (4). All other liabilities, including all obligations of the 
PEOPLES to pay death or disability claims heretofore accrued 
and unpaid under the terms of any policy issued or assumed by 
said PEOPLES prior to the effective date hereof, regardless whether 
said claims have been reported to the PEOPLES or not, subject, 
however, to the same rights and defenses as have been or can be 
possessed by said PEOPLES, excepting liens of PEOPLES, shall 
participate, on the same ratio or per cent as the total amount of 
admitted assets ascertained by the officers of PEOPLES and MIS- 
SISSIPPI VALLEY, bears to the total liabilities of PEOPLES, 
including the legal reserve, and MISSISSIPPI VALLEY agrees 
to pay such amount in excess of the determined ratio or per cent 
of assets to liabilities, out of the surplus of MISSISSIPPI VAL- 
LEY. 

See. (5). MISSISSIPPI VALLEY shall ascertain annually gains 
from loading less renewal commissions, mortality savings and 
excess interest earnings on business of PEOPLES hereunder rein- 
sured, and shall first deduct therefrom the five (5%) per cent 
interest on the liens hereunder provided; second, the premium for 
the lien insurance; and third, an amount equal to the tabular 
provisions for mortality (on basis of the American Experience 
Table of 344%) for the period for which the MISSISSIPPI VAL- 
LEY shall have been at risk on any policy that shall lapse before 
as much as one semi-annual premium thereon shall have been 
paid in cash to MISSISSIPPI VALLEY, and the remaining amount 
shall constitute the profits on business of PEOPLES and fifty 
(50%) per cent of said remaining amount shall be applied by 
MISSISSIPPI VALLEY to the reduction of said liens hereunder 
created until said liens shall have been liquidated. If the gains 
from loadings less renewal commissions, excess interest earnings 
and mortality savings in any year do not equal the amount of 
charges as provided for hereunder, any deficit shall be charged 
to subsequent years. 

Sec. (6). If the lien herein established has not been entirely 
liquidated at the end of ten (10) years from December 31, 1929, 
the remainder thereof shall be carried as a lien on said PEOPLES’ 
policies ; provided that each holder of a PEOPLES’ policy may 
have his insurance and premium reduced to the amount corres- 
ponding to the amount of the validated reserve applicable thereto, 


Article § 

MISSISSIPPI VALLEY agrees and is hereby authorized to re- 
value semi-annually all assets received from PEOPLES, commenc- 
ing June 30, 1930, and any appreciation in the value of said assets 
shall be then credited to the existing liens, herein provided and 
established, and likewise any depreciation in the value of any 
of the assets received from PEOPLES shall be charged to the 
existing liens as herein provided for and established, provided that 
the amount of lien shall be definitely determined at the end of 
ten (10) years from December 31, 1929, such determination to be 
then approved by the Director of Trade and Commerce of his suc- 
cessors, 

Article 6 

MISSISSIPPI VALLEY agrees that it will, at all times, main- 
tain separate, distinct and complete accounts and records of all 
transactions pertaining to the business of PEOPLES, and as 
hereunder provided, in the form described by the National Con- 
vention of Insurance Commissioners for life companies, and as of 
June 30 and December 31 in each year, beginning June 30, 1930, 
it will prepare, also in the form prescribed by said Convention, a 
statement of income and disbursements and of assets and liabilities 
on such business, showing the deficit or surplus pertaining thereto, 
and hereinafter referred to as the Balance Sheet. 

Article 7 
This agreement, its rights, duties and obligations shall inure 


to the benefit of and be binding upon the respective parties, their 
several successors, or assigns. 


Article 8 
The legal rule of Construction, known as the rule of ejusdem 
generis, shall not apply under this agreement or to any of its terms, 


Article 9 
This contract shall become effective only when approved, first, 
by the stockholders of PEOPLES and MISSISSIPPI VALLEY and, 
second, by the Director of Trade and Commerce of the State of 
Tilinois.

FIFTEENTH: And the plaintiff avers that the foregoing pro- 
posed contract of reinsurance is wholly worthless as a document 
intended to protect and safeguard the interests of the persons to 
whom policies of life insurance, with or without indemnity provi- 
sions, and the beneficiaries thereof have been issued by the said 
defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, and the com- 
plainant and all other stockholders of the Company; that it is 
so vague, indefinite and uncertain in its material parts as to 
be without meaning; that it is in direct violation of the ex- 
pressed proposal of the said defendants, Mitchell, J. D. de Bucha- 
nanne, Hargrave, Sees and Paul C. Temple, made, as aforesaid, 
on the said November 18, 1929, to the said Stedman, Castle and 
Robinson; that it will permit and allow a manifest fraud to be 
imposed upon said policyholders, their beneficiaries, the complain- 
ant and the other stockholders of the said Company and upon 
the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, itself, 
and was manifestly drawn for those purposes, and with those 
objects present and abiding in the said defendants Mitchell, J. B. 
de Buchananne, George R. Tabor, G. G. Kiggins, Sees, W. F. 
Temple, Miller, T. J. Kiggins, Purvis F. Tabor, Paul L. Temple, 
Hargrave, George D. de Buchananne, Smith, James and Runkle; 
that it permits and allows the agents, associates, representatives 
and employees of the said defendants, Mitchell, George D. de 
Buchananne, Smith, Hargrave, James and Runkle to sell the said 
defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, and all of its 
right, title and interest in and to all of its assets of every kind, 
character and description to the said Mitchell, George D. de 
Buchananne, Smith, Hargrave, James and Runkle for any price 
and upon terms which are fraudulent in themselves and which are 
designed to cheat and defraud the said policyholders, their benefi- 
ciaries, the complainant and other stockholders of the said Com- 
pany and the said Company itself, and that in effect the said 
proposed contract of reinsurance is nothing other than a contract 
whereby the seller sells to itself, the purchaser, all the assets of the 
said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, in conse- 
quence the said contract if executed would be wholly void and of 
no legal effect. 

SIXTEENTH: And the complainant further represents and 
shows unto your Honors, that the said defendant, The Peoples 
Life Insurance Company, has sold a vast number of policies of 
insurance wherein are set out provisions for benefits accruing 
to such policyholders when such policyholders shall have sustained 
either temporary, permanent or total disability because of accident, 
in which event such policyholder is not further required to pay 
the annual premiums on such policies which, otherwise, he would 
be exacted to pay, and for the payment of monthly income when 
the disability of the policyholder has become temporary, permanent 
or total because of accident, and for double indemnity to be paid 
to the beneficiaries of policyholders who may die as the result of 
accidental causes; that in said proposed contract of reinsurance 
the said defendant, Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company 
does not undertake to reinsure such policies, or any, or either of 
them, and that, in consequence, should said proposed contract of 
reinsurance be executed, then the estate of each, every, and all 
of such persons to whom have been issued such policies by the 
said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, would 
forever be destroyed, and they, and each and all of such policy- 
holders, and their beneficiaries would be deprived of the benefits 
and avails of the contracts they have made with the said Com- 
pany, in consequence whereof, the complainant charges that said

SEVENTEENTH: That the said defendant, The Peoples Life 
Insurance Company, is now possessed of an estate of grea 


value 
to the complainant and to other persons in like situation to him, 
and is of great value to the policyholders of said Company and the 


Company itself; that in the year of 1928, there was paid the sum 
of $80,000.00 to its stockholders as dividends earned; that it is 
now possessed of assets of the value of not less than $1,000,(00.00, 
exclusive of the good will of said Company, which is worth at 
least the sum of $300,000.00; that said value is a fixed, detinite, 
ascertained and lawfully determined value, and is not predicated 
upon assumption or conjecture, nor is said valuation an experi- 
mental valuation; that by the terms and provisions of said pro- 
posed contract of reinsurance, the said conspirators are given the 
authority to place a lien upon each policy of insurance issued by 
the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, and like 
wise to place such a valuation upon the assets of the said defend- 
ant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company as they choose to place 
thereon ; that the complainant charges that it is the plan and in 
tention of the said defendant conspirators, in furtherance of said 
unlawful and malicious conspiracy, confederation and agreement, 
to minimize the value of the assets of the said defendant, The 
Peoples Life Insurance Company; that the effect thereof would 
be immediately to increase the reserve liability of the said Com- 
pany; that thereby the lien which the proposed contract of rein- 
surance provides shall be placed upon each policy heretofore issued 
by the said Company, will be increased to a sum far in excess 
of the proper amount of lien to be placed on them, with the re 
sult that each policyholder will thereafter be compelled to pay 
more for the protection sought to be secured for themselves and 
their beneficiaries, than an honest proper, actual and lawful ap- 
praisement of the assets of the said Company actually would re. 
quire said policyholders to expend to the end said reserve liability 
could and would be overcome; that the right given to the said 
conspirator defendants in said proposed contract of reinsurance 
to place a valuation upon all the assets of the said defendant, The 
Peoples Life Insurance Company, establishes in them the power 
to minimize the true worth and value of said assets, so that 
thereby such assets as they may hereafter desire to dispose of at 
the valuation placed thereon by the said conspirator defendants 
can be disposed of with resultant profits to themselves, and the 
complainant charges that, in furtherance of said unlawful and mali- 
cious conspiracy, confederation and agreement, the said conspirator 
defendants intend so to do when said proposed contract of rein- 
surance shall have been executed. 


NINETEENTH: That the expense of the administration of the 
business and affairs of the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insur- 
ance Company, should be exceedingly slight, that is to say, merely 
nominal and inconsequential, since it will not thereafter engage 
in the life insurance business or function as a life insurance com- 
pany, in the event the proposed contract of reinsurance is exe 
euted; that should said contract be executed, then and in such 
event, the policyholders and the complainant and other stockhold 
ers of the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, 
should be apprised of the allocation of such expenses intended to 
be made by the said conspirator defendants in the pretended per- 
formance of said contract to the end that the said policyholders, 
and the complainant, and other persons in like situation to them, 
may have knowledge of substantially the amount they may be called 
upon to meet in the performance of said contract; that the said 
proposed contract of reinsurance is silent as to the proportionate 
amount of the expense, or overliead, occasioned by the perform- 
ance thereof by the said defendant, Mississippi Valley Life Insur- 
ance Company, which will be charged to the said defendant, The 
Peoples Life Insurance Company, or to its surplus or reserves; 
that because said proposed contract imposes no limitation upon the 
amount of such overhead that may be assessed against the said 
defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, by the said <e- 
fendant, Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company, in the pre- 
tended performance of said proposed contract, the said defendants, 
Mitchell, George D. de Buchananne, Smith, James, Hargrave and 
Runkle, as the said officers of the said defendant, Mississippi 
of each policy issued by a life insurance company in the liquidation 
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Valley Life Insurance Company, have the power to, and in further- 
ance of said unlawful conspiracy, confederation and agreement, 
will allocate such expenses or overhead as they may chodse to al- 
locate to the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Com- 
pany, to the end that the expense and overhead of the said Mis- 
sissippi Valley Life Insurance Company in the conduct of all its 
business as a life insurance company will be minimized, and the 
said defendants, J. D. de Buchananne, George L. Tabor, G. G. 
Kiggins, W. F. Temple, Sees, Purvis F. Tabor, T. J. Kiggins, Miller 
and Paul L. Temple, as the officers of the said defendant, The 
Peoples Life Insurance Company, can, and in furtherance of said 
unlawful and malicious conspiracy, confederation and agreement, 
will approve such allocation; that the effect thereof will be to pre- 
clude the restoration of the reserve of the said defendant, The 
Peoples Life Insurance Company, and would create a further im- 
pairment thereof; that in just the proportion that the overhead is 
excessively charged to the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insur- 
ance Company, will the amount of lien upon the policies issued by 
that Company be increased; that as such lien increases, the policy- 
holders of that Company would be required to pay larger premiums 
for the protection sought to be secured to themselves and their 
beneficiaries until the cost thereof would become so great that 
they would be compelled either to abandon their contracts, or to 
have their valuable insurance converted to term insurance, which 
does not provide for such benefits as suspension of premiums, 
monthly income, or double indemnity, in the event of temporary, 
permanent or total disability or death occasioned by accident ; 
that term insurance required no reserve, either as a matter of 
accounting or as a matter of law, and that in this respect the 
said proposed contract is unconscionable and a fraud upon the said 
policyholders, their beneficiaries, the complainant and other persons 
in like situation to them, and the said defendant, The Peoples Life 
Insurance Company.

the remainder of its assets distributed among its stockholders ; that 
by the terms and provisions of he said proposed contract of reinsur- 
ance, all the liabilities of the said defendant shall be determined 
by the said defendant, J. D. de Buchananne, G. R. Tabor, G. G. 
Kiggins, Purvis F. Tabor, J. T. Kiggins, A. R. Miller, W. L. 
Temple, Sees, and Paul L. Temple, as officers of the said defendant, 
The Peoples Life Insurance Company, and the said Mitchell, George 
D. de Buchananne, Hargrave, Smith, James and Runkle, as officers 
of the said Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company; that they 
are thereby authorized arbitrarily to admit and allow such obliga- 
tions as they may choose to declare to be valid liabilities of the 
said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, regardless 
of whether such liabilities are well founded in fact and in law; that 
in just the proportion such liabilities are allowed, the reserves of 
the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, will be 
impaired and depleted; that, as aforesaid, in just the proportion 
that the reserves of that Company will be depleted, the lien intended 
to be put upon each policy issued by that Company will be increased, 
with the same effect and result to the policyholders of that Com- 
pany set out in the immediately preceding paragraph hereof marked 
“Nineteenth”; and the complainant chargs, that in furtherance of 
said unlawful and malicious conspiracy, confederation and agree 
ment, the said defendants, Mitchell, J. D. de Buchananne, G. R. 
Tabor, G. G. Kiggins, Purvis F. Tabor, W. F. Temple, T. J. Kiggins, 
Sees, Paul L. Temple, George D. de Buchananne, Hargrave, Smith, 
James and Runkle, will admit and allow general liabilities of the 
said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, regardless 
of whether such liabilities are well founded in fact and in law; 
that thereby the reserves of that Company will be further im- 
paired and depleted to the end that the policyholders of that Com- 
pany will be compelled to accept term insurance, the effect of which 
will be to relieve the said defendant, Mississippi Valley Life Insur- 
ance Company, of the necessity of carrying a reserve to meet its 
liabilities in the performance of said proposed contract of re 
insurance, and such a fund then can and will become the exclusive 
property of that Company to be used and disposed of in such 
manner and for such purposes as the said defendant conspirators, 
in furtherance of said unlawful conspiracy, confederation and 
agreement, may choose to use and dispose of said fund. 


TWENTY-FIRST: That by the terms of said proposed contract

that it will attempt to restore the impaired reserves of the said 
defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, and the liens 
established on each of the policies issued by the latter Company 
and fixed thereon by the defendants controlling the said defendant, 
Mississippi Valley Life Insurance Company, shall be liquidated, but 
if such liens are not then liquidated, they shall forever thereafter 
remain on each of said policies ; that the said defendant, Mississippi

TWENTY-SECOND: That because of the terms and provisions 
appearing in said proposed contract of reinsurance, and the absence 
of exactions therein whereby the said defendant, Mississippi Valley 
Life Insurance Company, wouid be bounden in all respects so to 
perform it that the interests of the said policyholders, their 
beneficiaries, the complaint and other persons in like situation to 
him, would be secured, the said contract is unconscionable, unjust, 
inequitable and fraudulent, and in furtherance of said unlawful 
conspiracy, confederation and agreement, was so intended to be by 
the said consiprator defendants; that in accordance with the terms 
of the notice to the stockholders of the said The Peoples Life In-

ration not authorized to engage in the business of a life insurance 
company; that thereby the complainant and other persons in like 
situation to him, and the policyholders and their beneficiaries, of 
the said defendant, The Peoples Life Insurance Company, and that 
Company itself, will thereby suffer and sustain irreparable loss, 
damage and injury, in this, that the said policyholders, and their 
beneficiaries, will be deprived of their lawful rights in and to their

“The Home Office property now occupied by the Company is 
located at the northwest corner of Spring and Monroe Streets, 
Springfield, Illiniois, fronting 135 feet on Monroe Street, and hav- 
ing a depth of 157 feet. The land was purchased at a net cost of 
$14,535.00 and the remainder of the book value represents the ac- 
tual cost of construction of the modern fireproof, three story and 
basement office building, completed in 1924, all of which is occu- 
pied by the Company. Since the last examination of the Com- 
pany, $4,621.95 has been expended on the building for permanent 
improvements which amount is included in the book value. 

“No depreciation on the building has been charged off from year 
to year but your examiners are of the opinion that the present 
value of the land will more than offset the depreciation. Your 
examiners believe, however, that a reasonable amount should be 
charged off annually for depreciation. 

“The building was appraised in 1924 by the Rau Appraisal Com- 
pany of Milwaukee at $257,094.09 and the land at $27,000.00 by 
three appraisers of Springfield, Illinois. 

“The old home office property is a vacant lot fronting 60 feet on 
Adams Street between Second and Third Streets in Springfield, 
Illinois, and having a depth of 90 feet. The Company sold 100 
feet frontage adjoining this property, including the improvement, 
several years ago for $27,000.00. 

“All other properties owned are farm lands acquired through 
foreclosure of mortgages. 

“The deeds to parcels number 11, 12 and 15 are missing but the 
abstracts of all of these properties indicate that the same have 
been properly recorded showing title in the Company. These deeds 
should be located or certified copies of same should be obtained. 

“The abstracts covering parcel numbers 3, 4, 13, 19, 21, 22, 28 and 
29 should be brought down to date to show the recording of the 
deeds conveying title to the Company. 

“Your examiners did not see the papers on parcel numbers 20 
and 27 but were informed by the management, and the corre- 
spondence files so indicate, that the papers, including the deeds, 
had been sent to out-of-town attorneys for their use in court. On 
the former parcel the Company is being sued to have the fore- 
closure set aside so that the plaintiff may repossess the land 
while on the latter parcel the Company is suing for a deficiency 
judgment. When similar cases arise in the future it is suggested 
that photostatic copies of the important papers be kept in the 
Company's files. 

“Parcel numbers 4, 9 and 16 have been sold under contracts of 
sale and the differences between the actual costs and the book 
values are the amounts already paid on these sales contracts. In 
this connction it was found that the Company deeded parcel num- 
ber 9 to the purchaser on December 13, 1928 and took back a 
mortgage for $9,700.00. This adjustment has been made by your 
examiners in the non-ledger and not-admitted assets in the fore- 
going financial statement. 

“Very few appraisals have been secured by the Company on the 
farm properties owned. In most instances the only appraisals in 
file are those made from eight to ten years ago, at the time the 


inergs are of the opinion that the instalation of a detailed Real 
Estate ledger would greatly facilitate the handling of real estate 
and the compilation and preparation of the annual statements, 

“The Company realizes a nef return of about four per cent on 
the book value of the Home Office property but the other outside 
properties show quite a the expenditures exceeding the in- 
come by about $9,100.00. 

“Every effort should therefore be extended to realize on or dis- 
pose of the same. 

“It was noted that the Company includes in the actual cost 
figures of mortgages under foreclosure, interest from date of de- 
fault at the penalty rate.

“The Company has on deposit with the Illinois Department, 
under the Guarantee Deposit law, mortgages amounting to $100,- 
000.00 as evidenced by a statement of the Securities Examiner. 
The balance of the mortgages were examined in the Company's 
office and at the local bank which acts as custodian of the Com- 
pany’s securities. The presence of the principal note and mort- 
gage or trust deed was verified in every case and the supporting 
instruments were examined. All necessary papers, with a few 
exceptions which were brought to the attention of the manage- 
ment, were properly executed and in file. In a number of cases, 
however, new fire insurance policies have not been procured to 
replace those expired. Also, loss payable clauses in a number of 
fire insurance policies do not run to the Company. The Company 
is proceeding to remedy these objections.

“Since the Company has acquired title to the property it has 
been forced to expend considerable amounts for improvements and 
in reclaiming the land making it suitable for cultivation and pre- 
sentable for future sale. Four new sets of improvements have 
been contracted to be constructed on as many equal plats of the 
land at a cost of $32,000.00 and extensive operations completed in 
the nature of draiage ditches, levees, pumping plant and roads. 
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To accomplish the task of keeping the land free from floods in 
the future the Longellier Drainage and Levee District, which is 
the land now owned by this Company, issued six percent bonds 
totaling $44,497.00. On May 11, 1929 the Company purchased all 
of these bonds. Proceeds, to pay interest and retire the principal 
of these bonds, are derived from additional assessments levied 
on the land in the district.

It appears to your 
examiners that the investing of large amounts in individual mort- 
gages may embarrass the Company in event of a possible loss of 
principal and interest income in event of foreclosure. The experi- 
ence now obtaining in regards to the Longellier loan is a practical 
example of this possibility.

“As noted in the report of the last examination, the Company 
was made defendant to suit on a claim of usury on account of 
this loan. The Company originally purchased this loan from other 
parties for $4,400.00 but it is claimed that only $4,000.00 was paid 
to the borrower. The Court upheld the borrower that usury ex- 
isted and judgment was entered for $4,000.00 and interest and 
expenses making a total of $4,148.03. This latter amount was paid 
on July 26, 1926 and accepted as payment in full. A gross loss 
on sale was thereby taken, amounting to $251.97.

Custodianship Agreement 
“On November 14, 1924 the Company entered into a custodianship 
agreentent with a local bank whereby the bank assumed the cus- 
tody and safe-keeping of the Company’s securities. The bank 
collects, for the Company, income, principal and other monies 
which become due on such securities. A reasonable fee is charged 
by the bank for these services, which is payable semi-annually. 
The agreement provides that the Company must protect itself, at 
its own expense, against burglary, holdup, fire, the acts of God 
and other causes beyond the control of the bank, by insurance to 
be taken out by the Company in its name and for its own benefit, 
but your examiners, without questioning the honesty and integrity 
of the bank, respectfully submit the question of the liability of 
the bank in case of embezzlement considering that the Company 
has over $5,000,000.00 of its policyholders’ securities deposited un- 
der this custodianship agreement.

On page 537 of the December 2, 1929 Life News, we published 
a list of purely mutual life companies which originally were in- 
corporated as stock companies or with guaranty capitals, but we 
neglected to include the Springfield Life Insurance Company.

The examiner’s finan- 
cial statement verifies the income and disbursement accounts as 
published in our 1929 Life Report, but through readjustments in 
the liability and non-admitted asset accounts the company’s assets 
were decreased $6,860 to $5,452,824 and a reduction of $7,294 in 
surplus to $97,652. Extracts from the examiner’s comments follow: 


Real Estate 

“The real estate owned by the Company on December 31, 1928 
consisted of a Home Office Building located at 4th Avenue and 
Smithfield Street, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and four properties 
located in Pennsylvania acquired by foreclosure of mortgages. 

“The Home Office Building was purchased in the year 1916 at a 
cost of $530,000.00. It is a 13 story stone and brick structure and 
extends over the entire plot of ground. 

“It has a frontage on Smithfield Street of 60.35 feet and a 
depth of 60.22. For the portion of the building occupied as a 
home office the Company charges themselves a rental of $8,965.28 
per annum. The balance of the building is rented for stores and 
office purposes. 

“It is carried at a book value of $798,427.00 and was appraised 
at this value for the Department by the Pittsburgh Real Estate 
Board in 1921. This appraisement fixed the value of the building 
at $290,667.00 and the land at $507,760.00. 

“The Company has been charging off 2 percent of the value of 
the building annually during the past five years. A liability of 
$29,066.70 is set up representing this charge off. The assessed 
value for tax purposes is $590,570.00. 

“The four parcels of real estate secured by foreclosure are 
carried at a combined book value of $63,439.92. This amount 
represents the actual cost. 

“Deeds and necessary papers in connection with the real estate 
possessed by the Company were examined and found intact. 

“The Company’s operation of its real estate account from De- 
cember 31, 1926 to December 31, 1928 shows the following results:

“Mortgage loans an real estate and the necessary papers in con- 
nection therewith were examined. Proper evidence of the mort- 
gage was submitted in all cases where the mortgage was out for 
collection or foreclosure. Payments made during 1929 were veri- 
fied with cash book entries. 

“The verification of these loans involved an examination of 
notes, deeds of trust, mortgages, bonds, evidence of title, legal 
opinion, appraisals and fire insurance policies. 

“The principal of all Mortgages unpaid December 31, 1928 
amounted to $1,032,056.58. 

“The following summary displays the distribution of principal 
by States and the number of loans:

“Of the total number of Loans one hundred and thirty three 
have been made on city property and two on farm property. 

“A review of the appraisements indicates that the loans are 
within the proper ratio as to property values. 

“Appraisements on properties securing loans of large principal 
are made by appraisers employed by the Company. The small 
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loans are reviewed and appraised by the members of the invest- 
ment committee. 

“All loans bear interest at 6 percent 

“As of December 31, 1928 there were thirteen mortgages with 
interest over due amounting to $5,493.17. 

“The accrued interest was carefully computed and amount to 
the sum of $14,327.17. 

“Interest due and accrued on these loans has been included 
in the financial statement under Non Ledger Assets. 






















































































Collateral Loans 

The Company had eight collateral loans as of the close of 1928 
amounting to $69,485.00, secured by the deposit of stocks and 
bonds. The market value of the collateral was ascertained. All 
loans were in proper ratio as to collateral with the exception 
of two which were reduced during the course of the examination 
to meet the statutory requirements. 


Bonds and Stocks 

“The book value of bonds owned by the Company was §$2,313,- 
774.23 with a par value of $2,348,700.00 as of December 31, 1928. 
Contained in the above amounts are bonds with a book value of 
$71,268.75 and a par value of $72,000.00 that are carried in the 
Health and Accident Department. 

“Actual count and examination of the securities was made at 
the vaults of the Union Trust Company and the Peoples Savings 
and Trust Company, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, with the excep- 
tion of those sold or matured during 1929 and those on deposit to 
conform with statutory requirements, 

“Cash book entries verified all bonds disposed of and a proper 
receipt was in evidence for those on deposit. 

“Rates furnished by the National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners’ Book of Valuation and a reliable trust company were 
used to determine the market value of these securities, with the 
exception of a number of real estate mortgage bonds. At the 
time of the last examination the properties securing these bonds 
were appraised and the bonds allowed at par or cost. For the 
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purpose of the examination the par value has been allowed. 

“he Company possessed Russian Bonds with a par value of 
$5,000.00 which were charged out as having no value in arriving 
at the market value. 

“Book value of bonds over the market value was found to 
pe $24,422.73, of which $468.75 pertained to the securities of 
the Health and Accident Department, and has effected the financial 
statement of this report under Non Admitted Assets. 

“The Company also possessed one block of stock with a book 
value of $2,420.00 and a market value of $1,182.50. The excess 
of book value over the market value of $1,237.50 has been charged 
out in Non Admitted Assets. 


Excess Investments 

“At the time of this Examination the Company had invest- 
ments totaling $227,205.25 in Collateral Loans of $69,485.00, Mis- 
ellaneous Bonds of $155,300.25 and Stocks in the amount of 
$2,420.00. 

“Sections 404 and 405 of the Act of May 17, 1921, P. L. 682 
provides that investments of this nature shall not exceed in 
amount the surplus of the Company. 

“The Surplus of the Company on December 31, 1928 was $97,- 
1.96 and these investments accordingly exceeded this amount 
by $129,553.29. From this situation it appears that the Company 
has invested its funds in excess of that provided for in the 
aforementioned act. 

“It is recommended that in the future the Company confine 
its investments to those securities which are permissable under 
the law; and should within a reasonable length of time dispose 
of the so called Excess Investments which by this examination 
appears to exist. 


Remarks 

“This examination discloses the Company to be possessed of 
Admitted Assets of $5,452,824.14 while current and accrued lia- 
bilities, not including capital were $4,999,077.1S8 resulting in a 
surplus, as regards policyholders of $453,746.96. 

“It is recommended that Surplus Investments be confined in 
amount to that of the Surplus of the Company; and that those 
investments as of December 31, 1928 in excess of the Surplus as 
of that date, be disposed of within a reasonable length of time 
as enumerated on page 32 of this report.” (ED.—The company 
has given special attention to the suggestions under the heading 
of “Remarks” and to the recommendations regarding miscel- 
laneous investments and collateral loans and reductions are being 
made. The company states that the bonds referred to under 
miscellaneous investments will be disposed of by the end of 
1929 and the collateral loans reduced to proper proportions.)
